ORE than Im. cars were produced in this country last year, half 

of which went for export. Yet successive announcements of 

increased output have tended to inculcate public opinion to accept 
these remarkable post-war achievements of the motor industry as almost 
inevitable. As a result, secondary repercussions stemming from the 
emergence of this major factor in the economy of the country do not 
receive the attention they deserve. 

Car collection and delivery is a case in point, Since the advent of the 
internal-combustion engine, cars have been collected from the factory on 
trade plates. Having regard to the revolutionary developments which 
have taken place in car design and production techniques over the past 
50 years, it would indeed be incongruous if methods employed at the 
turn of the century for collection and delivery remained adequate today. 

Admittedly, the transporter is already carrying a proportion of the total 
output, the actual percentage depending on both the policy of individual 
manufacturers and the quantity destined for export. But there is still 
ample opportunity for their greater use, and the benefits accruing to 
car owners must be obvious to all. 

By this means, cars are supplied in genuinely new and clean condition. 
Even when the most conscientious car collection driver is employed, the 
principle of charging the customer for causing wear, however small, to 
his own supposedly new vehicle has an element of the iniquitous. When 
conveyed by transporter, cars can be delivered with no recorded mileage 
and with no possibility of damage through overdriving, pilferage or 
accident. 

When rising standards of living are making increasing demands on man- 
power, it is incompatible with the national interest that any substantial 
proportion of the huge car output of the future should continue to be 
delivered singly on trade plates. Additionally, on major roads at least, 
traffic congestion is reduced by the bulk delivery of cars on transporters. 
Already many customers overseas are in a position to demand that their 
cars shall be delivered from the factory to the docks by transporter, and 
the time may not be far distant when the home market will expect a 
similar service. 


Six for i 


HE decision of a leading maker of popular vehicles to approve two 

trailing-axle six-wheeler conversions will undoubtedly stimulate the 
revival of this useful type. It had a vogue about a quarter of a century 
ago, and then its favour waned. It is, of course, a form of vehicle that 
lends itself to overloading, which may explain its relatively short period 
of popularity before the war. 

Modern quantity-produced vehicles are, however, vastly superior to 
their predecessors, and are able to withstand much harder service. As 
six-wheelers they can carry a greater payload than the specialist-built 
14-ton-gross four-wheeler, and the price is moderate. With a maximum 
gross weight of about 15 tons and a kerb weight of some 4 tons 13 cwt., 
a payload capacity of 10 tons 7 cwt. is available. A fuel-consumption 
rate in the region of 12 m.p.g. can be expected. 

These are attractive features—so attractive, indeed, that they may 
encourage operators to acquire six-wheeler conversions for work for 
which 20-ton-gross six-wheelers are really required. They will do so at 
their peril. A converted 7-tonner is no substitute for the heavily built 
six-wheeler from a specialist factory and its manufacturers would be the 
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last to claim it as such. So long as it is used for the 
purpose for which it has been designed, it will fulfil a 
valuable réle. If it is grossly overloaded, it may become 
not only a liability to its operator, but a public menace. 
A braking system designed for an outfit of 15 tons gross 
cannot reasonably be expected to deal with a weight of 
20 tons, especially at the unlimited speeds allowed on 
motorways. 


Previous Conduct 


HE suggestion by Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, Northern 

Licensing Authority, that the police should appear 
as objectors in licensing cases is novel, but not facetious. 
It is, in fact, their duty to inform a Licensing Authority 
of criminal proceedings affecting a licensed operator’s 
transport activities. Section 6 of the Road and Rail 
Traffic Act, 1933, requires a Licensing Authority to take 
into account an applicant’s previous conduct as a carrier 
of goods, and he cannot fulfil his functions properly 
without police co-operation. 

There can be no more disqualifying offence than the 
witting carriage of stolen goods. Anyone who is con- 
victed on such a charge should certainly not be allowed 
to hold any kind of carrier’s licence, but more particu- 
larly an A or B licence. The police are the only official 
source of information of this kind and their aid is 
essential. With thefts of loads growing to alarming 
proportions, everything possible must be done to prevent 
them. Any operator who knowingly carried stolen 
goods might equally well steal the goods entrusted to 
his charge. 
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Men Who Make 
Transport—27 








schoolboy had been asked what he associated with 

Pickfords, he would at once have said “ removals ” or, 
perhaps, “ parcels.” Looking back, a layman might be 
permitted to speculate on the fascination of transport, to 
wonder where lay the magic which attracted some of the 
best people in that industry—men like Harold William 
Elliott, who, although his father was well up the ladder, 
began at the beginning and found the way so satisfying that 
he followed it, with never a pause to survey a more distant 
scene. 

“Once you’re deep in this business, you never want to 
leave it,” he told me. 

Harold Elliott, then, was virtually born into transport. 
His father, as oldtimers will recall, rose from a fitter’s job 
in Pickfords to that of director and general manager. 
Doubtless it was his father’s imaginative approach to the 
industry which, right from the start, revealed to him its 
possibilities for a go-getting career. For Elliott pére was 
an innovator, a man who was a pioneer in heavy haulage; 
a more-than-parcels man who, with colleague Shirley James, 
made haste with Continental tourist coach travel after the 
1914-1918 war and was a passenger (only illness prevented 
him from driving) on the first tourist coach ever to cross the 
Swiss frontier. That was in 1921. 

When Pickfords bought Saurer chassis the Elliott associa- 
tions with Switzerland grew closer.

There were wrecked buildings all 
over the place, and in the rubble was an unknown quantity 
of valuable steel scrap. Lord Beaverbrook was at the 
Ministry of Aircraft Production, upsetting the permanent 
civil servants no end by applying Fleet Street methods to 
Whitehall. And he wanted that steel. “Get it to the 
steelworks,” was the message conveyed to Mr. Elliott. In 
the event, gathering his transport where he could without 
too much regard to protocol (at any rate, there were no 
guiding precedents), Mr. Elliott moved some 2m. tons.

Modern Approach 


ERE was a welcome note of originality in last week’s 

opening by Mr. John Hay, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Transport, of new premises for the Marston Motor 
Co, Ltd. Instead of cutting the traditional silk tape with 
scissors, he used a Saffire blowpipe to cut a metal strip. 
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Mr. H. W. Elliott, an internationalist in B.R.S. 


Cairo was next. Between 1942 and 1944 he ran what 
was almost a miniature Government department there. 
During those years, as Director of Transport, Middle East ° 
Supply Centre, he played a large part in keeping the 
demands for civilian transport equipment down to realistic 
proportions, for the economy of material and shipping 
space, while at the same time keeping the civil economy of 
the Middle East going. He might well tell me that trans- 
port is more than parcels. Then he had to be a diplomat, 
keeping potentates like Ibn Saud happy and discouraging 
restless people from getting in our way.

He does not, although he concedes 
that wartime for him was packed with new, stirring and 
exotic experiences. With the flowering of his career since 
1947, when he was general manager of Hay’s Wharf, 
Pickfords and Carter Paterson, he has seen a widening 
horizon in home industry. Of course, he shared in the 
vexations of alternate nationalization and denationalization, 
but he is a tranquil man who takes such ripples with a 
steady stroke. In 1948 he was transferred to the then Road 
Haulage Executive, and now he is chief traffic manager of 
British Road Services and a member of the Board of 
Management. 

To outsiders, organization at the headquarters of British 
Road Services may seem something of a maze. But when 
you ask Mr. Elliott about it, all becomes clear; officials, as 
he maps the situation, all have their place, their functions 
logically allotted. I judge him to be the kind of person 
who revels in organizational conundrums. 

But that is by no means all. He is one of the inter- 
nationalists of B.R.S. His father innovated with low- 
loaders. The son, having been a pioneer in the movement 


of non-petroleum liquids in bulk, is now proud of the 
B.R.S. Continental Services, which, by the use of semi- 
trailers and in co-operation with Atlantic Steam Navigation 
Co., Ltd., have supplemented by commercial freight what 
was once almost entirely military traffic on behalf of 
N.A.T.O. The vision of the Elliotts has never been limited 
to the congested roads of the British Isles. 
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Mr. Hanlon Continues Clean-up Campaign 


‘Grave Doubt”? Over Whether an Applicant 
Should Hold an A Licence 


S Rn campaign to maintain proper standards of conduct in the haulage 


industry being waged by Mr. J. 
Authority, was continued at Newcastle upon Tyne, last week. 


A. T. Hanlon, Northern Licensing 
He heard 


a resumed application by Mr. Daniel Burns (The Commercial Motor, 
March 11), but a further adjournment was ordered when it was stated that 
it was proposed to assign or transfer the business to a new company, A. and 


A. Haulage (Newcastle), Ltd. 


Mr. Burns, who had earlier denied 
that his vehicle had been nearby when 
he had been arrested and charged with 
being a reputed thief loitering near a 
post office, told the Authority that his 
wife and a lorry-driver friend would be 
directors of the new company. 

He would be employed as a driver and 
had invested £2,000 in the company. He 
owed the hire-purchase concern £1,100 
and claimed that if things went wrong 
his business would not be worth much. 

Granting the adjournment, Mr. Hanlon 
said that if the business were to continue 
operations under the cloak of Mr. Burns’ 
wife, he would expect “somebody” to 
come forward and sav that it had to 
stop. He was satisfied that the public 
mterest clause in the 1933 Act should 
have been applied when the original 
A-licence application had been made in 
August, 1959. 


Previous Conduct 


Mr. Burns had applied to vary an 
A licence by adding a vehicle of 3 tons 
6 cwt. in substitution for one of 2 tons 
11 cwt. Notice had been given to the 
applicant of the Authority’s proposal to 
take into account his previous conduct 
as a carrier of goods in accordance with 
Sections 6 (2) of the 1933 Act, and in 
particular certain convictions and pro- 


hibitions registered against him since 
1957. 
During a _ lengthy legal argument 


between the Authority and Mr. T. H. 
Campbell Wardlaw, representing Mr. 
Burns, Mr. Wardlaw said that the 
Authority had to bear in mind two 
separate aspects. The proposal to 
revoke or suspend fell within the ambit 
of Section 13 of the 1933 Act, while the 
application for variation was governed by 
the provisions of Section 6. 


“Not Proper Person” 


Mr. Wardlaw reminded Mr. Hanlon 
that an application had been made by 
Mr. Burns for a further special-A licence 
in June or July of last year. According 
to his instructions, that application had 
been refused on the ground that Mr. 
Burns was not a proper person to hold 
such a licence. 

If his instructions were correct, this 
raised a point of principle, because an 
Authority had no power to refuse a 
special-A licence on the ground of the 
previous conduct of the applicant. 


“That is something which Parlia- 
ment has slipped up over,” said Mr. 
Hanlon. “When the 1953 Act was 


passed, the factors of previous conduct, 
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or whether a person was fit to hold a 
licence, were not given as a ground to 
refuse a special-A licence.” 

He had never refused a_ special-A 
licence on those grounds, however, and 
Mr. Wardlaw had been’ wrongly 
instructed, he added. 

His client’s previous conduct had cer- 
tainly been raised at that hearing, said 








Death of Scots 


- 
Pioneer 

E regret to record the death of Mr. 
John C. Sword who built up the road 
transport business which later became 
Western S.M.T. Co., Ltd. Mr. Sword 
died on Sunday at his home, Craigwell, 
Blackburn Road, Ayr, at the age of 67. 
He was a pioneer in passenger road 
transport and aviation in Scotland and a 
collector of vintage cars, furniture, paint- 

ings, and clocks. 

Born in Airdrie, Lanarkshire, where his 
family lived for generations, he started 
work at the age of 14 in his father’s 
bakery business. Many years later, in 
1951, he received the freedom of Airdrie. 

In the early 1920s he began with four 
buses, a service between Coatbridge and 
Kilsyth. This business extended into a 
fleet of 400 buses operating in the West 
of Scotland and from Glasgow to 
London, Liverpool and Manchester. 

When his company amalgamated with 
the Western S.M.T., Mr. Sword became 
general manager and a director. He at 
one time owned 26 aircraft. He started 
his first air ferry and air ambulance 
service to the Western Isles. 


SCOTLAND YARD SWOOP ON 
LORRY THIEVES 

COTLAND YARD are mopping up a 

ring of lorry thieves, believed to have 
stolen thousands of pounds worth of 
vehicles and their contents over the past 
several months. 

The operation followed a swoop on an 
isolated Kentish farmhouse on Sunday 
night when Flying Squad detectives dis- 
covered a large articulated vehicle stolen 
only 24 hours earlier. 

Detectives, acting on information given 
by an underworld informant, also dis- 
covered a metal canister which once 
contained cigarettes valued at £28,000; 
part of a £3,000 consignment of shoes 
and parts of several dismembered 
vehicles. 

Parts bearing chassis numbers are being 
examined at the Yard. 


Mr. Wardlaw. Subsequently, in August, 
1959, Mr. Burns made application for 
the public A licence, which he now held, 
and this was granted notwithstanding the 
fact that his conduct had been at issue 
on the previous occasion. 

Mr. Hanlon said that when Burns had 
been granted the A licence in August, 
that was his opportunity to start afresh 
and put his affairs in order. But there 
had been prohibitions since then. 

Mr. Wardlaw argued that, but for the 
previous conduct about which he had 
been summoned to appear, the fact that 
a prohibition notice had been served 
would not, in itself, have prompted the 
Authority to revoke or suspend the 
licence. Not only was the _ notice 
coloured, but it was positively activated 
by his client’s previous conduct. 

He submitted that if Mr. Burns’ con- 
duct had to be taken into consideration, 
this should have been done when the 
application had been made for the sub- 
stantive licence in August. 

Should Have Been Refused 

“You are saying that his licence 
should have been refused in August on 
the very grounds that you now say it 


should not be revoked?” asked Mr. 
Hanlon. 

Mr. Wardlaw did not agree and said 
that if Mr. Burns had satisfied the 


Authority in August, what had happened 
since was not sufficient for it to be said 
that he was not now a fit and proper 
person to hold the licence. 

If the police had come forward in 
August and said that the man was not 
a fit and proper person, he might not 
have got his licence then, said Mr 
Hanlon. He had “ grave doubts ” whether 
the applicant ought to have had the 
licence granted to him at all. 

If a person holding a licence was 
caught by the police committing crime 
in circumstances involving a licensed 
vehicle, he thought it was the duty of 
the police to appear and object, declared 
Mr. Hanlon. 


Three Years’ Gaol 


There had been no authoritative ruling 
on the issue, said Mr. Wardlaw, and it 
was because of this that the matter 
referred to at Durham last week (The 
Commercial Motor, March 25)—when 4 
licence had been refused to a_haulier 
serving three years’ imprisonment—was 
being taken to appeal before the Trans- 
port Tribunal. 

Mr. Hanlon replied that if the Tribunal 
thought fit to order him to grant a licence 
to somebody with a criminal record then 
he would have no alternative but to grant 
it. If he were wrong, he would welcome 
the views of the Tribunal. 

Giving evidence, Mr. Burns said that 
since the last inquiry he had “ thought 
about” his denials. His recollection was 
now clearer and, in fact, there had been 
a vehicle involved. He also admitted 
other convictions, as well as prohibition 
notices issued against his vehicle. 
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M.P.s Would Endorse Reduction in 


Fuel Tax: Minister’s Test Promise

HE Budget is almost upon us, and if the Chancellor were to cut fuel 
tax, he would have the approval of every M.P. in the House of 


Commons—not to mention the transport industry. 


All appreciate that it 


would be a big factor in bringing down the cost of living and getting 


passenger transport out of the red. 

Mr. Harold Wilson asked what the 
estimated loss to the Exchequer would 
be if the duty on diesel oil were remitted 
for: (a) all road transport; and (b) for 
road passenger transport only. 

The answer was that the Budget esti- 
mate included £744m. in respect of the 
duty on diesel oil used in all road trans- 
port, of which £26}m. related to dicsel 
oil used in passenger transport only. 

When there were complaints about the 
closing of Pink Zone car parks and the 
one at Horse Guards Parade in particular, 
Mr. Marples was able to strike a telling 
blow. In the off-street car park at one 
of the biggest garages there are, at the 
peak hour on any day, 300 vacancies, he 
said, and yet the police were towing 
vehicles from the streets because there 
they could be parked free of charge. 

New Bill Drafted 

The Road Traffic Bill is now in draft 
and will be published before Easter. 

It will apply traffic wardens and the 
ticket system to the whole of the country. 
It will give the Minister of Transport 
wide powers over traffic in the London 
Metropolitan region where, at present, 28 
local authorities decide traffic measures 
individually. 

Mr. Marples has made it quite clear 
he intends to get on with vehicle tests 
“in spite of all the lawyers in the 
country,” as he told Parliamentary 
journalists at a lunch on Monday. 

He answered a question about the 
delay last week when he said the braking 
test would have to include a practical 
test of performance. The performance 
standards were embodied in a Manual of 
Guidance which was to be issued to 
garages and local authorities who were 
to administer the scheme. He was advised 
that there were legal objections to pro- 
ceeding on this basis and any performance 
required must be embodied in statutory 
regulations. The drafting of the regula- 
tions was proceeding urgently. 

Another remark by Mr. Marples 
showed the vigilance with which loading 
and unloading will have to be watched. 

“Indiscriminate loading and unloading 
at inconvenient times for the traffic flow 
Is responsible for a great deal of con- 
gestion,” said Mr. Marples. 

_ With the wide powers he is taking over 
in the London area, we might expect 
Stringent measures before long.

Rail Statistics Leave Out Vital Facts 


TATISTICS of railway operation pub- 
lished by the British Transport 
Commission were criticized last week by 
Mr. E. W. Russell, acting chief executive 
officer of the Road Haulage Association. 
He was speaking at the annual dinner of 
the Western Area of the Road Haulage 
Association at Bristol, and delivering a 
speech prepared by Mr. R. N. Ingram, 
national chairman, who was ill. 

He said that figures relating to the 
railways occupied practically the whole 
of the Commission’s annual report and 
accounts. 

* But,” he said, “it is only when we 
seek to find out something that might 
possibly be useful that the information 
somehow never seems to be there. How 
much does it cost to carry goods and how 
much to carry passengers? Nobody will 


give an answer. It is easy to find out 
how much it costs to carry goods and 
Passengers together, but apparently not 
how much it costs to carry them apart. 

“ But this is just the sort of thing the 
new Planning Board ought to be told. 
They should have a profit and _ loss 
account for each railway activity and for 
each stretch of line if need be. Then, 
and only then, will they be able to advise 
upon the best way to cut down and 
reshape the Commission, so as, in the 
words of the Prime Minister, ‘to secure 
a more effective distribution of functions 
and a better use of all its assets.’ 

“We all know how much the railways 
lose—£80m. this year, according to Mr. 
Macmillan, plus £15m. interest on loans. 
What the Planning Board should ask first 
of all is how the money is lost.”

Burning Lorry Had 
Rubber Fuel Pipe 


OLICE called to a burning lorry on 

the Sheffield-Huddersfield road, near 
Hazlehead, found that it was loaded with 
172 cylinders of hydrogen. At the time 
the driver, William Anderson, Montrose 
Avenue, Carmyle, Glasgow, told the 
police that because the metal diesel fuel 
pipe was blocked, a rubber pipe had been 
substituted. 

For using the lorry in a dangerous 
condition he was fined £3, at Barnsley last 
week. His employers, Rob Roy Trans- 
port, Easter Hill Street, Glasgow, were 
fined £10. 

At the time of the fire. Anderson said 
“My boss substituted the rubber hose... 
I didn’t realize at the time how dangerous 
it was.” In a letter to the court, in which 
he pleaded guilty, Anderson stated that 
he thought the fire started somewhere in 
the electrical system. 

Mr. Stanley Hinchcliffe, chairman, said 
that the bench could not condemn an 
action such as this too strongly. It was a 
ridiculous thing to do and could have 
caused the death of more than one person. 
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Coach Rally May

Plaxton}. 

Overseas interest in the competition 
is growing and the Beuk company 
of Noorrdwijk, Holland, whose entry 
attracted much attention last year, have 
entered a Scania-Vabis with Roset 
coachwork. 


G.M.C. PRODUCE LIGHT VAN 


ESIGNED to meet the need for a 

delivery vehicle for use in congested 
urban centres, the Junior van is a new 
product of the General Motors Corpora- 
tion, Michigan, U.S.A. It is 14 ft. long 
and has a body capacity of 243 cu. ft. 
The floor is 2 ft. high from the ground, 
enabling the driver to enter easily. Wide 
rear doors and sliding side doors 5 ft. 6 in. 
high provide access to the payload. 

The body and chassis are made as a 
unitary structure. The wheelbase is 8 ft. 
2 in. and the turning circle 36 ft. Power 
is supplied by a six-cylindered engine 
developing 133 b.h.p. and 244 Ib.-ft. gross 
torque. The engine can be withdrawn 
through the front of the vehicle for major 
attentions. 


Municipal Busmen Accept Pay Offer 


EPRESENTATIVES of municipal 
busmen on Tuesday overwhelmingly 
carried a resolution to accept the offer 
of more pay, fewer hours and additional 
holidays which was ratified by last week’s 
meeting of the National Joint Industrial 
Council for the road passenger industry. 
The increases, which range from 
9s. 2d.-10s. 9d. a week and affect 75,000 
drivers, conductors and maintenance 
men, will operate from this week. 

Passengers on Middlesbrough Trans- 
port Department buses—which boast the 
cheapest fares in the country—may soon 
have to pay higher fares as a result of 
the new awards. 

At a meeting of the transport com- 
mittee, Ald. W. Flynn, chairman, said 
that appreciable extra income would be 
needed. A special meeting would be 
held soon to consider fare revisions. 

The pay increases will cost Glasgow 
Transport Department £500,000 a year, 
said Cllr. J. Bennett, convener of the 


transport committee. A revised fares 
structure was inevitable, he stated. 

At Hull last week, hopes were 
expressed that a fares increase or a 
subsidy from the rates would not be 
needed to offset additional costs brought 
about by the awards. 

Cost to the transport department will 
be £56,857 a year—but staff co-operation, 
reorganization of services and a greater 
use of buses might balance the outgoings, 
it was suggested. 

The increased wages will cost Notting- 
ham Transport Department an additional 
£138,000 a year. Although the transport 
committee discussed fares increases on 
Monday, the matter is to be considered 
again before recommendations are made. 

Representatives of London Transport 
and the unions met again on Tuesday to 
consider claims by engineering employees 
for higher pay and a shorter working 
week. The unions are to report back to 
their members. 

El 
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TRONG opposition from thirteen 
independent road hauliers was pre- 
sented at Chester, on Monday, against an 
application by British Road Services for 
five vehicles of 144 tons on public A 
licence. 

Mr. G. H. P. Beames, for the appli- 
cants, said they wanted the five new 
vehicles to be based at Llandudno and to 
carry parcels and small goods to North 
Wales, Lancashire, Cheshire, and the 
Midlands. If the application were 
granted five vehicles of 144 tons based 
at Liverpool would be deleted from their 
A licences. No extra tonnage was 
involved in this case and the only reason 
for transferring the vehicles was to 
improve facilities for their customers. 

There were 135 vehicles based at 
Liverpool, nine of these working on the 
North Wales route. It was five of these 
nine vehicles which were to be trans- 
ferred to Llandudno. 

A long history of complaints regarding 
delayed deliveries had arisen, brought 
about by congestion at Liverpool. A 48- 
hour delivery service was their objective 
but, at present, it was often taking them 
four days. In addition to this they wished 
to eliminate wasteful mileage and if the 
application were granted 750 miles per 
week would be saved. 

There were 15 witnesses in court, 
representing companies throughout the 
country, who employed B.R.S. to the 
value of several thousand pounds a year. 
Details were given of various delays in 
transit, a delivery of rubber from York- 
shire to Llandudno having taken 21 days. 
Without exception witnesses said that 
services to North Wales should be 
improved. They wanted daily collections

from their premises with speedy 
deliveries to their customers. Other 
hauliers had been approached but they 
had been unable to meet their require- 
ments. There was a great difference 
between the specialized, large-scale 
service operated by B.R.S. and the ser- 
vices offered by the small local haulier. 
One witness estimated that he had 
recently lost 10 customers as a result of 
delayed deliveries. 

Mr. D. C. Lovell, traffic controller of 
Mansfield and Sons, Ltd., Northampton, 
replying to Mr. Edward Jones, objecting 
for the independent road operators, said 
that he had tried to find hauliers who 
operated a daily service between 
Northampton and North Wales and had 
been unsuccessful. When a man carried 
on business in a town many miles from 
North Wales, he naturally made inquiries 
regarding haulage facilities in his own 
area, and did not bother about any 
others. 

One witness said that the B.R.S. North 
Wales service had been so bad that he 
had stopped using it. He had tried using 
a Welsh haulier and this had been 
unsatisfactory as he would not call at 
the time requested. The case was 
continued this week. 


INQUIRY ABANDONED 


ECAUSE Samuel Johnson (Supreme), 

Ltd., Stourbridge, surrendered their 
A licence for three vehicles, the West 
Midland Licensing Authority cancelled 
an inquiry fixed for Monday. He was 
to have heard cause why the licence 
should not have been suspended or 
revoked because of a statement of inten- 
tion that had allegedly not been fulfilled. 


B Licence for Plant Hirers in Dispute 


HOULD plant hirers have B licences 
so that they could conveniently 
undertake site work? This question was 
argued before Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, 
Northern kicensing Authority, on 
Monday. 

The railways and nine hauliers objected 
to an application by Messrs. Knaggs 
Bros., Saltburn, Yorks, for a B licence 
for two vehicles to carry general goods 
within 40 miles. Mr. R. J. Knaggs said 
that he and his brother were plant hirers, 
and it would be advantageous to them to 
be able to carry materials for building 
contractors. 

He told Mr. T. H. Campbell Wardlaw, 
for the road objectors, that a number of 
other plant hirers and civil engineers also 
carried on haulage businesses, and if 
Knaggs were to compete with them they 
would need a B licence. What little 
work Knaggs could do, however, would 
not affect established hauliers. 

Mr. Wardlaw said that he could not 
accept the principle that every builder 
and plant hirer should be allowed to 
carry other people’s goods. 

Mr. Hanlon wondered if the objectors 
would accept a condition to the licence 
£2 


permitting the haulage of materials 
within five miles of any site where an 
excavator was employed, and only for 
the duration of its use. 

He thought that it was exasperating 
for a builder to have to seek elsewhere 
for lorries to shift a small amount of 
material when C-licensed vehicles stood 
idle nearby. A restriction of the kind 
he suggested would facilitate building 
work, but prevent the applicants from 
entering haulage. 

Mr. Wardlaw stated that such a grant 
would encourage many plant hirers to 
apply for B_ licences. Mr. Hanlon 
refused the application on the ground of 
lack of evidence of need, but advised Mr. 
Knaggs to keep a record of the occasions 
when existing licence-holders were unable 
to work within reasonable notice. This 
might be used as supporting evidence if 
another application were made. 

It was also disputed whether Knaggs 
could use their C-licensed tippers to 
carry materials dug by their own 
excavator, 

Mr. Knaggs said that he believed this 
to be lawful, but Mr. Wardlaw could not 
subscribe to this view.

goods vehicles are applicable for opera- 
tion at sustained speeds of up to 60 m.p.h. 
Tyre sizes covered by the new recommen- 
dation are 7.50- and 9.00-16 in., 6.50-, 
7.00-, 7.50-, 8.25-, 9.00- and 10.00-20 in., 
D.20 and E.20. 

Michelin have already approved the 
normal load ratings for X tyres fitted to 
coaches for sustained speeds of 65 m.p.h.

LESS DELAY AT LIGHTS 

EWER traffic delays can be expected

busy road junctions, easing the flow of 
traffic at peak periods, 

The research, carried out by Dr. F. V. 
Webster, a physicist at the Laboratory, 
has won for him the £500 Wolfe Award 
for 1959. Dr. Webster’s work covered 
the general settings of signals and the 
use of signals on high-speed roads and 
roundabouts. 
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10-vehicle Decision 
Reserved 


FTER a three-day hearing, the Trans- 

port Tribunal in London last week 
reserved decision on an appeal by the 
British Transport Commission against the 
grant of an A licence for 10 vehicles by 
the South Wales Licensing Authority 
(The Commercial Motor, last week). 

Respondents were G. S. John, Ltd.. 
Pontypridd, who had previously operated 
vehicles under a contract-A licence for 
Aberdare Cables Holdings, Ltd. 

Allegations that John had been carry- 
ing for subsidiary companies were 
countered by Mr. C. R. Beddington, for 
John, who said that the associated con- 
cerns were nothing more than workshops. 
Administration was carried out by the 
holding company, he claimed. 

He did not deny the work for the sub- 
sidiaries but maintained that it was 
ordered and paid for by the holding 
company. 


LONDON REMOVED FROM 
NORMAL USER 

ONDON was removed from the 

normal user when Mr. George C. 
Machray, Milton of Campsie, successfully 
applied for an A licence in place of a 
special A at Glasgow last week. 

The application, before Mr. W. F. 
Quin, Scottish Licensing -Authority, was 
for one vehicle of 7} tons in place of 
an existing 7-tonner. The normal user 
originally asked for was: * general goods 
and livestock, Scotland, Midlands of 
England and London.” Mr. Quin allowed 
“ agricultural produce and livestock.” 

For British Road _ Services, who 
objected, Mr. A. B. Wilkinson questioned 
the carrying capacity of the new vehicle, 
but he was assured that it was of sub- 
stantially the same type and capacity as 
the vehicle being given up. 


GRANT FOR DOCK BRIDGE 


GRANT of £23,829 has been made 

to the London County Council by 
the Minister of Transport towards the 
cost of building a swing bridge over the 
Regent's Canal Dock at Stepney. The 
council will be responsible for a similar 
amount and the balance will be met by 
the British Transport Commission. 

The old bridge which is to be replaced 
was built about 90 years ago, and 
because it was unsafe has been closed 
to traffic for several years. The new 
bridge will improve traffic circulation in 
the dock area, and enable vehicles to 
avoid the busy Commercial Road.

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No Resistance in 
Appeal Court 


O resistance was offered by Messrs. 

G. and F. Greggains, trading as 
Messrs. P. Greggains, Curson Street, 
Maryport, Cumberland, when the British 
Transport Commission, Messrs. Sunter 
Bros., Northallerton, and Siddle C. Cook, 
Ltd., Consett, appealed to the Transport 
Tribunal in London last week. 

The appeals were against a decision of 
the Northern Licensing Authority grant- 
ing Greggains a B-licence variation. This 
substituted a 13-ton low-loader for two 
tippers of 9 tons 4 cwt. and a 3-ton trailer, 
and enabled the low-loader to carry plant 
and machinery within 40 miles of 
Maryport. 

Representing Greggains, Mr. J. Booth 
said that the appeals would not be 
resisted. The effect would be that 
Greggains would go back to their original 
position. They would start again with 
a new application which they hoped 
would produce results not subject to 
appeal, said Mr. Booth. 

Sir Hubert Hull, president, said the 
appeals would be allowed by consent. If 
the further application were to be in any 
way based on the result of this decision, 
it would not be regarded with favour by 
the Tribunal on appeal, he added. 


CLOSED STATIONS AFFECT 
SCOTTISH DISTRIBUTION 

HE changing pattern of fertilizer dis- 

tribution in Scotland, where railway 
stations have closed down, was raised at 
Glasgow last week when Messrs. John 
McKinnon and Sons, Cambusbarron, 
Stirling, applied for variation of a B 
licence. They sought a condition “lime 
and manures in bulk within 60 miles and 
hay within 80 miles.” 

For McKinnon, Mr. J. Law said that 
the closing of stations now involved 
direct handling from production points. 
British Road Services, represented by Mr. 
A. B. Wilkinson, attempted to reduce the 
radii sought, but Mr. W. F. Quin, 
Scottish Licensing Authority, questioned 
whether B.R.S. or the railways could -pro- 
vide a comprehensive agricultural service. 

It was admitted that the objectors had 
no spreading facilities, and Mr. Quin 
granted the lime and manure application. 
He ruled that no evidence had been given 
to support the hay application and left 
this traffic at the radius of 40 miles.

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False Statements

imposed on Haigh’s Tours, Ltd., Bulay 
Villas, Bulay Road, Springdale, Hudders- 
field, and Jack Lum, Brickfield Garage, 
Shay Lane, Oldfield, Halifax, respec- 
tively. 

Haigh’s, who pleaded guilty to three 
charges of making false statements under 
Section 34 of the Road and Rail Traffic 
Act, were fined £10 on each charge, plus 
£1 witnesses’ costs and £10 10s. advocate’s 
fee. Under Section 1 of the Act they 
were found guilty of aiding and abetting 
Lum and were fined £60 on 12 charges. 

For aiding and abetting Haigh’s on the 
first three charges of false statement, 
Lum was fined £75, plus £2 12s. 6d. wit- 
nesses’ costs and £15 15s. advocate’s fee. 
He was also found guilty under Section 1 
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Bring Big Fines 


for operating without licences and was 
fined £120 on 12 charges. 

On March 26, July 24, and Novem- 
ber 27, 1959, applications had been made 
to vary Haigh’s contract-A licence. 
False statements had been made when 
it was said that vehicles which were speci- 
fied on Haigh’s licences were to be sub- 
stituted. In fact, they were not in Haigh’s 
possession.

Maj. Eastwood Surprised by Grant

ton caravan-carrying case of Messrs. 
B. P. Quin and J. E. Hall (The Com- 
mercial Motor, March 11), when Maj. 
F. S. Eastwood, Yorkshire Licensing 
Authority, at Bridlington last week com- 
mented on the grant to the partnership 
by Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, Northern 
Licensing Authority. 

“I am surprised that he should issue 
licences for vehicles based in my area,” 
said Maj. Eastwood. 

He was hearing a new B-licence appli- 
cation by Mrs. A. Oxley, trading as 
Caravans (Hull), for a Land-Rover to 
tow caravans within 100 miles of Hull.

Yorkshire hauliers had had no chance of 
objecting, because the application had 
not been published in the local A pplica- 
tions and Decisions, he added. 

Said Maj. Eastwood: “I think I shall 
have to talk to my opposite number, 
don’t you?” 

After the hearing, he said: “I am sur- 
prised that Mr. Hanlon should issue 
licences for vehicles based in my area.” 
He added that he proposed to communi- 
cate with Mr. Hanlon by telephone 
immediately. 

The application by Mrs. Oxley was 
refused for lack of evidence. 


Facts Must Follow Short-term Working 


HEN the time came for a haulier to 

make a_ substantive application, 
following a short-term grant, figures 
should always be produced to show how 
the short-term working had affected 
operations. Mr. A. H. Jolliffe, North 
Western Deputy Licensing Authority, 
pointed this out at Liverpool last week 
when he was considering three applica- 
tions made by Messrs. J. B. Caulfield, 
Garston. 

Mr. E. A. Whitehead, for the appli- 
cants, said that they were asking for a

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42-hour Week Creates 
Bus Problems 


N a reference to the reorganization of 

bus services in the country, with the 
introduction of a 42-hour week for the 
shipbuilding and engineering industries, 
Ald. T. Andrews, chairman of the West 
Hartlepool Transport Committee, said last 
week that the corporation’s transport 
undertaking had been unable to stagger 
bus services so that men employed at ship- 
yards could reach their work a few 
minutes before their shift was due to 
start. He said it was physically impossible 
for the undertaking to cater for the 
change. Buses on the Port Clarence route 
will take men to the Haverton Hill ship- 
building yard 20 minutes before they are 
due to start. 

A similar problem faces the Northern 
General Transport Co., Ltd., who have 
informed the Tyne and Blyth District 
Committee of the Confederation of Ship- 
building and Engineering Unions that 
they will have difficulty in providing 
transport at the new finishing times. 

At present, yards and _ engineering 
works finish each day at 5.15 p.m., but 
under the new arrangement there will be 
a finishing time of 5 p.m. on Mondays to 
Thursdays, and 4.30 p.m. on Fridays. 

The bus company said they would be 
able to offer only 60 per cent. of the 
special buses they now operated to meet 
the 5 p.m. finishing time, and would be 
virtually unable to provide anything at 
all at 4.30 p.m. on Fridays.

GENERAL prohibition on smoking 


on the lower decks of double-deck - 


buses was refused in the House of 
Commons on Monday. It was sought by 
Dr. A. Thompson (Lab., Dunfermline).

HE North Western Traffic Commis-

In 1957, North 
Western had been refused a similar appli- 
cation through lack of evidence. 

“We have made applications for extra 
vehicles in an attempt to widen our 
gathering ground, but these have been 
refused,” said Mr. W. Robinson, manag- 
ing director of W. Robinson and Sons 
(Great Harwood), Ltd. They ran a 


nightly express service between Man- 
chester and Great Yarmouth, leaving at 
10 p.m., he pointed out. 

Mr. Bostock replied that many people 
preferred to travel during the day, 
especially if'they had young children. 

Mr. F. Williamson, chairman, said that 
he had to consider the railway facilities, 
Robinson’s services, the existing services 
of North Western and the facilities 
provided by private parties. He granted 
one vehicle to be operated jointly on 
each departure date, and said that 
with this limit nobody would suffer 
abstraction. 


GARAGE APPEAL FAILS 

N appeal by the partners in a private- 

hire coach business against the refusal 
of Rawmarsh Urban District Council to 
permit alterations to premises, to enable 
a 35-seat coach to be garaged there, 
has been dismissed by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government. 

At a local inquiry it was stated that it 
was the council’s policy to prevent com- 
mercial undertakings being established in 
residential areas. In support of the appli- 
cation, by Mr. C. Johnson and Mr. J. T.

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Licence for School 
Bus Refused 


N_ application by New Town 

(Cwmbran) Coaches, Ltd., to run a 
school bus service from Llanfrechfa to 
Rougemont private school in Risca Road, 
Newport, was rejected by the South 
Wales Traffic Commissioners at Newport, 
last week, 

But Mr, Idris Owen, chairman, told 
Mr. I. Evans, the school’s headmaster, 
and Mr. R. A. Colley, managing direc- 
tor of the coach company, that the 
service could still operate provided that 
the headmaster paid for the hire of the 
coach and did not receive any payment 
from the children or their parents. 

The application was opposed by Red 
and White Services, Ltd., on the ground 
that it would abstract passengers from 
the present services run by them in con- 
junction with the Western Welsh 
Omnibus Co., Ltd. 

Mr. Colley read letters from parents 
supporting the application but none 
appeared to give evidence. He said that 
he had \been carrying children to the 
school after being approached by the 
parents to run a service. 

Parents had paid him, but a traffic 
examiner had pointed out that this was 
not permissible, After that the head- 
master had paid him £2 10s. a day on a 
contract basis. Approximately 40 
children had been carried daily. 

The chairman said that if the Com- 
missioners licensed every special facility 
it would be the end of public services. 


NO DAY TRIPS TO COAST 


A LEICESTER operator, who told the 
East Midland Traffic Commissioners 
that the opening of MI ‘brought south 
coast excursions within the range of local 
coach concerns, was refused a licence to 
run day trips to Brighton, Hastings and 
Eastbourne last week. 

Representing the applicant company, 
Straw’s of Leicester, Ltd. Mr. E. T. 
Straw, director, said that he was con- 
tinually receiving applications for a varia- 
tion in excursions. Provincial Garage 
(Leicester), Ltd., who objected, had dupli- 
cated some circular trips run by Straw’s 
and had also applied to run excursions to 
the south. Straw’s did not object because 
they believed it would benefit the public. 

Mr. C. R. Hodgson, chairman, said 
that it was not certain what the demand 
would be. If, halfway through the excur- 
sion season, it was found that there was 
sufficient demand for another concern to 
operate coaches to the resorts, a licence 
could probably be granted.

They will be the north-east, 
the Fens, south-west England, mid-Wales 
and Scotland. . The visits will take place 
in April, May and June. 

It is hoped to make arrangements for 
sub-committees to visit Sweden—to see 
how similar problems are being tackled 
there—and Switzerland to obtain 
information on the operation of the 
postal bus system. 

A QUESTION OF SIZE 
HAT is the best size for a transport 
undertaking? Mr. Gilbert  S. 
Ponsonby sought to answer this question 
in a paper he read to the Royal Society 
of Arts yesterday. His subject was the 
structure of the British transport system. 

He considered that only large concerns 
could operate successfully when traffic 
was heavy. The size of an organization 
had to be tailored to the extent of its 
traffic if it were to be operated 
economically. 

A large or monopolistic undertaking 
could subsidize unremunerative services 
with earnings from profitable traffics. 
The assumption that this was a desirable 
state of affairs was a strong influence 
towards unification in the industry. 

The 1953 Act, however, reversed this 
trend and today more than 500,000 
operators employed 1.3m. vehicles.

Union Relaxation to 
Ease Shortage 


ECAUSE of the acute shortage of bus 
drivers in Newport, Mon., the 
Transport and General Workers’ Union 
have agreed that the transport department 
can engage a number of drivers who have 
not previously had experience as 
conductors. 

A spokesman for the undertaking said 
that they were at present about 40 drivers 
below the minimum strength required to 
maintain ordinary services. Services in 
the town were being disorganized as a 
result, and last week buses had to be 
taken off four main services. 

Consent had been given for a new 
service to the new housing estate at 
Ringland, but the department could not 
operate it because of the staff shortage. 


DERBY STAGGERS HOURS 


N an effort to ease traflic congestion in 
the town eight of the largest engineer- 
ing companies in Derby, employing over 
15,000 people, introduced a staggered- 
hours working week on Monday.  Fac- 
tories will now finish work at various 
times between 4.30 p.m. and 

' §.30 p.m. 

The scheme was evolved after a 
meeting of industrialists, called by 
the Mayor, Cllr. George Collier. 
He appealed to them to help avoid 
congestion at peak hours and 
reduce the risk of road accidents.

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Bus Companies Would Lose Money 


PPOSING an application by Messrs. 

G. Alford and Sons, Highbury 
Garage, Bath, to operate a service for 
the employees of Beswick of Frome, Ltd., 
at Bristol last week, a spokesman of the 
Bristol Omnibus Co., Ltd., told the 
Western Traffic Commissioners that “ if 
this sort of thing continues, bus com- 
panies would incur heavy financial 
losses.” 

Two women employees at the factory 
stated that when the factory finishing time 
was altered from 6 p.m. to 5.30 p.m. 
recently, they found the bus service 
unsuitable. It meant that they had to 
wait half an hour for a bus to take them 
home. Without consulting anybody they 
engaged Alford to run a substitute service. 
They told the Commissioners they 
thought they were entitled to do this as it 
was private hire. 

The Bristol Omnibus Co. had been 
carrying employees of Beswick satisfac- 
torily for many years until the hours of 
work were altered, said an official. “ No 
one told us the hours were to be altered,” 
he said. “We do expect a little more 
co-operation from workers in factories. 
This sort of thing is happening all over 
the country and it is becoming a serious 
problem.” 

The Bristol Omnibus Co. had already 
written to factories in the area asking 
them to consult the company when 
changes of working hours were being 
considered, it was stated. Mr. S. W. 


Nelson, chairman, pointed out that if 
concerns did not confer with the bus 
companies they would have only them- 
selves to blame if they found that they 
had to pay the bus fares of their workers. 
It was too much to expect the bus com- 
panies to alter their timetables at the 
flick of an eyelid, he added. 

A short-term licence for two months 
was granted “to be revocable as soon as 
proper permanent arrangements can be 
made.” 

A similar application, by Messrs. L. C., 
D. E. and W. Martin, Trinity Street, 
Frome, Somerset, to operate a service for 
the employees of Beswick between Frome 
and Norton St. Philip, was then heard. 
In this case the Western National Omni- 
bus Co., Ltd., had been operating the 
service until the change of hours. They 
had been carrying between 14 and 16 
passengers a day. 

Opposing the application, Mr. Eric 
Horrabin, of Western National, said that 
his company could not afford to lose 
even six passengers. The service had been 
operating at a loss. 

Factory workers could not expect to 
have a bus waiting expressly for them 
unless proper arrangements had _ been 
made, said Mr. Nelson, 

Granting the application on similar 
terms, the Commissioners advised the bus 
company representatives to contact the 
factories in the area to arrange services 
to suit operators and workers. 


Increase in Frequency Turned Down 


REVISED stage service between 
Elderslie and Penilee, Glasgow, which 
would provide a 20-minute service instead 
of the existing 30-minute operation, was 
refused to Graham’s Bus Service, Ltd., 
Paisley, at Glasgow, last week. 

Local witnesses indicated the incon- 
venience existing under the present 
30-minute service. The application rested 
essentially on the question of timing, Mr. 
C. H. Johnston, Q.C., told the Scottish 
Traffic Commissioners. 

For the Western S.M.T. Co., Ltd., who 
objected, Mr. J. B. T. Loudon claimed 


that the evidence was remarkable because 
all the witnesses indicated ample room 
on the existing services. Many of the 
travellers were free to adjust their 
travelling to suit the transport, and there 
was, he claimed, no real indication of 
inadequate service. 

The chairman said no evidence had 
been led that the present routes were 
not adequately serving the area, and the 
only question seemed to be one of 
timing. There was also a need for data 
on loading, revenue and other aspects of 
operation which had not been presented.

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Ulster Tribunal Modify 


Maximum Charges 


OLD that the recent High Court ruling in favour of 

Rathcoole Tenants’ Association would affect some 36,000 
short-distance fares, the Ulster Transport Tribunal last week 
granted an application by the Ulster Transport Authority 
for the modification of the fares schedule in the Tribunal’s 
Maximum Charges Order of July, 1956. 


The High Court ruling 
favoured the Association’s 
claim that return fares from 
Belfast to Rathcoole should 
be Is. 6d. instead of Is. 8d., 
and should be Is. 4d. instead 
of Is. 6d. from Belfast to the 
Diamond, Rathcoole. 

Mr. C. A. Nicholson, Q.C., 
for the U.T.A., said that the 
Rathcoole decision meant that the fares 
structure of the Authority, calculated 
carefully to provide enough revenue to 
keep the undertaking solvent, was not 
based on a solid foundation. 

The effect on the Authority’s revenue 
was difficult to calculate. In the case of 
Rathcoole, it made a difference of about 
£4,000 per year, but obviously it could 
have a formidable effect all over. 

“ As far as the railways are concerned, 
if costs are increased it may not be 
possible to recover them by increased 
charges. It might mean further closing of 
railways or withdrawal of services,” said 
Mr. Nicholson. 

The Tribunal also approved the 
Authority’s proposals for the settlement 
of maximum charges by providing six-day 
weekly tickets for unlimited travel by rail 
and two double journeys by road, and 
five-day tickets which will give the same 
facilities. 


NEW STEELWORK’S SERVICES 


HE South Wales Traffic Commis- 

sioners last week granted three 
licences for bus services to the site of the 
Spencer steelworks, now being built for 
Richard Thomas and Baldwins, Ltd., at 
Llanwern, near Newport. When com- 
pleted, in the aatumn of 1961, the works 
will employ some 5,000 men. 

Red and White Services, Ltd., applied 
to run services from Cwmbran new town 
and Llanmartin to the site, and Newport 
Transport Department sought to operate 
from the town to the new works office 
block. 


ONE-MAN BUSES TO CUT COSTS 

HE introduction of one-man buses at 

Rotherham is expected following the 
wage increase to municipal transport 
staffs. Five of the new type buses were 
purchased by the corporation transport 
department last year but the Transport 
and General Workers’ Union refused to 
allow them to be operated with drivers 
only and since then they have been in 
normal service with conductors. 


Rotherham will have to find another 
£49,000 a year to cover the increases and 
it is expected that such economies as the 
introduction of one-man buses will be 
essential to help meet this cost. 
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HE maxim of providing facilities 
Te suit the requirements of indi- 

vidual customers has _ been 
strictly observed by George T. Fraser, 
Ltd., Aberdeen, with results that speak 
for themselves. They have specialized 
in fish traffic and have recently intro- 
duced handling methods that have been 
examined with interest by many mem- 
bers of the fish trade. Two-way radio 
is also helping to raise efficiency. 

The Frasers arrived in Aberdeen 
fish market in 1920, when Mr. James 
Fraser started as a local haulier and 
was later joined by his brother, Mr. 
George T. Fraser, as foreman. Local 
fish traffic in those days was all horse- 
drawn, whilst long-distance haulage 
was by rail. 

During the fish-trade slump, in the 
middle twenties, the railways refused 
to reduce their rates, and a number of 
Aberdeen hauliers started road ser- 
vices to Glasgow and other destina- 
tions to the south. Realizing the 
Opportunities that lay ahead, Mr. 
James Fraser disposed of his horses 
and purchased lorries for long-distance 
work. 

It was at this stage that his brother

spent his life savings of 
£250 on six of Mr. James 
Fraser’s horses and carts 
to take on the local work. 
From the first it was essen- 
tially a family business and 
although Mrs. Fraser, sen., 
did not take an active part, 
she exerted strong influence on day- 
to-day affairs. There is no doubt that 
her business acumen was largely 
responsible for their success. 

Miss Elaine Fraser undertook the 
administration, whilst Mr. George T. 
Fraser, jun., started on the bottom 
rung and progressed through the 
various stages of office boy, driver's 
mate, and driver. 


First Motor—t£20 


The concern purchased its first 
motor vehicle, a second-hand Ford 
model T, for £20, in 1932, and by 
the outbreak of war the “ fleet” had 
increased to three motor vehicles and 
23 horse-drawn lorries. Despite the 
difficulties of the war years Frasers 
kept their fleet going and by 1946 had 
built it up to seven motor vehicles. 

Mr. Fraser, jun., who as a territorial 
soldier had been called up for service 
in 1939, spent much of his Army life 
as a sergeant fitter, in charge of about 
40 vehicles. On demobilization, in 
1946, he gradually assumed responsi- 
bility in the undertaking, particularly 
in regard to the operation and control 
of the motor vehicles and their atten- 
dant licensing problems. 

Two things were uppermost in his 
mind when he returned. First the 
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horses had to be replaced by motor 
vehicles, if the concern were to meet 
customers’ needs and withstand com- 
petition. Secondly it was essential that 
a good knowledge of licensing law be 
acquired. 

His studies in this direction certainly 
bore fruit for, between 1946 and the 
present day, the fleet has increased 
to 38 vehicles. Seven are on A licence, 
six on contract A, 22 on B licence, and 
the remainder serve as spares. He has 
one difficulty, however, the multiplicity 
of B-licence conditions. 

He hopes shortly to overcome this 
problem by an application to the Scot- 
tish Licensing Authority to consoli- 
date the vehicles on one licence with a 
condition of “general goods, within 
40 miles.” 

A modernization programme was 
put in hand to replace the horse- 
drawn vehicles, and this was accom- 
plished by 1950. Frasers were thus 
able to increase their scope and meet 
the changing requirements of the fish 
merchants, as the tendency towards 
amalgamation and large-scale opera- 
tion became more evident. Their 
operations can best be described as 
“mainly fish, anywhere,” with a large 
amount of dock traffic and general 
local haulage. 
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In the early days after the war new 
vehicles were difficult to obtain and 
as a result the fleet is mixed. At present 
manufacturers represented include: 
Thames, Austin, Dodge, Bedford and 
Albion. Standardization on Albion 
Chieftains and Thames 3-tonners with 
low-loading chassis is now the aim. 
The Thames vehicles, with waist- 
high platforms, are particularly useful 
for the local carriage of open “ Aber- 
deen” fish boxes, which cannot be 
stacked. Some 35 of these 1-cwt. 
boxes can be accommodated—as many 
as on a 5-ton vehicle. For long-dis- 


tance work, customers’ own lidded 
boxes are used—approximately 160 
7-stone boxes comprising a full load 
for a 7-tonner. 

From Fraser’s point of view the 





advantage of the Chieftains is that, 
while they can carry 6-8 tons over long 
distances, they are equally suitable for 
local work. A replacement programme 
is in full swing, and an average of one 
new vehicle per month has_ been 
bought over the past two years. All 
but nine vehicles in the existing fleet 
are oil-engined. 

Much of the fish work, which is 
within a radius of three to five miles, 
is between the market and merchants’ 
premises. Fraser’s reputation for ser- 
vice stands high and they are respon- 
sible for the majority of this type of 
haulage in the area. Longer-distance 
work includes the carriage of white 
fish, for MacFisheries, to the curing 
and smoking factories at Fraserburgh 
and Buckie; and fish for Robert Croan 
and Sons, Ltd., Newhaven, near Leith. 
from the north Scottish ports of Ulla- 
pool, Gareloch and Mallaig, to New- 
haven, Glasgow, Fleetwood, Hull and 
Grimsby. 

A large quantity of fish is also 
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delivered for Croan’s 
to a modern pet-food 
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This Lister truck, with an 
elevating platform, was used 
by Mr. Fraser to demon- 








factory at Melton strate mechanical handling 
Mowbray. Because methods at Aberdeen. 
of winter  scarcities, 


the pet-food manufac- 
turers take large 
quantities of herring 
during the summer 
and freeze them until 
required. To increase 
load capacity to 
Melton Mowbray, 
Fraser's place boxes 
round the edges of 
vehicle platforms and 
fill the middle with loose fish before 
icing and sheeting. 

The constant aim of the company 
has been to provide transport facilities 























to suit the’ individual requirements of 
many customers, and, in pursuing this 
end the directors have adopted a pro- 
gressive policy which has completely 
transformed the pre-war nature of the 


business. After disposing of the 
horses, the problem of garage and 
office accommodation was tackled. 
Existing premises at Kindore Place 
and Sinclair Road, Aberdeen, were 
too far from the centre of operations, 
and when in June, 1956, the company 
were able to purchase a 14,000-sq.-ft. 
fish store in the dock area, at Raik 
Road, they snatched the opportunity. 
Petrol pumps, ramps and modern 
workshops were installed, but as the 
fleet grew, even more space was 
required. At the end of- January 
garage premises on the Commercial 
Quay itself, formerly occupied by J. 
Crone, Ltd., trawler owners, were pur- 
chased and the market fleet is now 
stationed on the spot. New offices on 
the Quay were acquired last year. 
Dissatisfied with the out-of-date

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methods of fish handling at Aberdeen, 
Mr. Fraser, jun., visited Fleetwood in 
November, 1958, and sought the 
advice of Mr. Ted Cowell, of Edward 
Cowell, Ltd., fish merchants, who 
introduced mechanical handling to 
Fleetwood fish market many years 
ago. 

As a result, a year later, Mr. Fraser 
demonstrated to all sections of the 
fishing industry at Aberdeen how 
Lister trucks could be employed to 
advantage. He showed that the trucks 
would permit the quicker removal of 
fish from the floor of the market, and 
how they could be utilized in conjunc- 
tion with a conveyor belt. He pointed 
out that the time had come for a 
change from the present hand-truck 
and cargo-hook methods of fish 
handling. 

Lister trucks had been in successful 
use at Fleetwood for many years under 
more congested conditions than those 
prevailing at Aberdeen. In Scotland 
there had been vast improvements in 
trawling and fish-house techniques, but 
fish handling had, until then, lagged 
behind. The project had the support 
of the Aberdeen Fish Curers and 
Merchants Association and the views 
of the town council are now awaited. 


Quicker Loading 


Fraser’s employ 12 loaders at the 
market, and much of their work could 
be lightened and speeded-up by 
mechanization. Up to 3,000 cases of 
unsold fish have to be handled in a 
day and they have to be dragged some 
50 ft. before loading. Mr. Fraser has 
considered the construction of 15-ft. 
lengths of conveyor in light-alloy, 
which could be carried on a spare 
trailer, unloaded and assembled by two 
men, who would then be able to load 
at greater speed. 

The company have already pur- 
chased one Lister truck with an 
elevating platform. Fish and offal for 
the fish-meal factories is carried in 
45-gal. drums, which weigh 3 cwt. 
each. These were too heavy for 
loaders. to lift on and off the vehicles 
and formerly boxes of fish had to be 
thrown on to the lorries to be emptied 
into the drums. Now the Lister truck 
lifts six drums at a time to platform 
height, where they can be slid on to 
the lorries with comparative ease. 

For the last few months, Fraser’s 
have been experimenting with radio 
communication to certain of their 
vehicles, using equipment supplied by 
the Pye Telecommunication Service. 
A pilot scheme has been put into 
operation which links the Quay office 
with four local vehicles and the car of 
Mr. Fraser, jun., over a radius of five 
miles.

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A monitor radio is shortly to be 
installed in the new garage to give the 
foreman direct control over drivers. 
Results so far have proved satisfac- 
tory, and it is confidently expected 
that much empty running will be 
eliminated. 


Careful Attention 


The company have about 70 
employees, five of whom are regularly 
engaged on vehicle maintenance. Fish 
vehicles require particularly careful 
attention and a great deal of washing 
down. It has not been found profit- 
able to strip and rebuild vehicles and 
after an average life of five to six 
years they are replaced. 

Bodybuilding is carried out by the 
company and it has been found that 
a good wooden floor of tongued and 
grooved boards, with galvanized sheet- 
ing over the chassis beneath, is excel- 
lent for their fish work. Metal bodies 
can be dangerously slippery for the 
men in frosty weather, and if the metal 
becomes torn it causes damage to bags 
and other flimsy materials. 

When drums are carried, however, 
metal sheeting wears better. Special 
attention is paid to the needs of drivers, 
and all new vehicles have heated cabs. 

The fish trade has its peaks, particu- 
larly in the herring season, and 
although the summer is normally the 
busiest time, heavy calls are made on 
vehicles throughout the year. A great 
deal of fish is brought from the Orkney 
and Shetland Islands to Aberdeen, 
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because better prices can be obtained 
there than at Lerwick. Boats of the 
North of Scotland, Orkney and 
Shetland Shipping Co., dock three 
times weekly at Aberdeen and Fraser's 
handle 75 per cent. of their fish. As 
many as 23 vehicles at a time may be 
required if the landings are large. 

Local general haulage includes 700 
tons of coal each week from the docks 
to the Donside Paper Mills three miles 
away. One day and 10 tippers are 
devoted to this task. This coal was 
formerly carried by rail, but transport 
was found to be cheaper by sea and 
road. 


Prominent R.H.A. Member 


Mr. Fraser, jun., has been a promin- 
ent committee member of the 
Northern Scottish Area of the Road 
Haulage Association in post-war years 
and is the present vice-chairman. The 
enthusiasm and energy of the com- 
mittee have resulted in an excellent 
spirit among local hauliers, and there 
is little trouble over rates. Any 
difficulty is confined to long-distance 
work. 

A ciné-film record of the company’s 
activities is being compiled by Mr. 
Fraser. Mainly for his own use and 
for display to customers, it is already 
2,000 ft. long. 

The history of this company is a 
reminder that, whatever the sphere, 
drive and energy, coupled with a 
modern outlook and a willingness to 
experiment, are a sure road to success.

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Cut Petrol Tax As Well 


AY we protest against your campaign for the reduction 

of tax on oil fuel and ignoring the tax on petrol? We 
operate a number of rural stage services, and have to use 
the same vehicles on contract work, private hire, school 
services, and excursions and tours. This is, of course, fairly 
common practice with many small operators, and, like 
theirs, our rural stage services are not particularly 
remunerative. Like them, we find that oil-engined vehicles 
are not economic for such services. Their maintenance 
costs are too high and the bodywork does not stand up 
to the vibration caused by a combination of oil engine and 
bad country roads. 

For country stage and general work, petrol-engined 
vehicles, such as the Bedford, are more suitable than oil- 
engined buses, and over a period of years are more 
economic. On rural stage services, where stops are often 
some distance apart, there is little difference between the 
fuel consumptions of petrol and oil engines. Spare parts 
for petrol engines are much cheaper, and last as long. 

It is surprising how many operators of nine or 10 vehicles, 
having tried diesels, are reverting to petrol. So, please, 
when campaigning for a fuel-tax reduction, do not forget 
the small rural operator and his petrol-engined buses. 

Admittedly, a cut in petrol tax would increase competition 
between private cars and stage services. Why not, in fair- 
ness to all, give a rebate of tax on both petrol and derv 
used in public service vehicles, or, for a start, used by stage 
carriages? 

We hope that the Passenger Vehicle Operators Associa- 
tion will see these observations. We are not members of 


the Association for the very reason that in matters of this 
kind they do not truly represent the small operator, or, at 
best, they are out of touch with him.

delivery of cars is Vehicle 
Clearances Ltd., London. Mr. R. W. 
Jones, their managing director, sug- 
gests that car manufacturers prefer the 
use of transporters because they pre- 
clude new cars being overdriven or, 
worse still, damaged in an accident. 
However carefully car delivery driving 
staff were vetted, in practice it was 
impossible to eliminate over-driving 
completely. Additionally, customers 
wanted their new cars delivered with 
little or no mileage on the mileometer. 


Started with Plates 

Mr. Jones started his business with 
trade plates, and still holds 38— 
mainly for use with commercial 
vehicles and some types of car—but 
he now Operates, in addition, 16 
transporters. 

Where cars are delivered by driving, 
in all weathers, they must occasionally 
arrive dirty and uneconomic labour 
has to be employed to clean them. 
This hazard is largely removed by the 
use of car transporters. 

Even so, Mr. Jones was not com- 
pletely satisfied in this respect and is, 
at present, using a flexible covering on 
a car transporter consisting of a plastic 
material supplied by Motomac Ltd., 
of South Ockendon, Essex. This keeps 
the cars in showroom condition, 
regardless of the weather. It also 
reduces the possibility of scratching 
by overhanging branches of trees. 

In addition, Mr. Jones is considering 
the use of a van of the Luton type 
with expandable sides. The overall 
dimensions would be large and wind 
resistance a considerable problem. 

Apart from wind resistance, the 
height of a fully loaded transporter, 
around 15 ft. 3 in., can present addi- 
tional problems. The avoidance of 
low bridges, for example, can increase 
journey mileage. Thus the mileage 
EI4 


from London to Shrewsbury when 
delivering a car on plates is 153, but 
this is increased to 168 when a trans- 


porter is employed. Similarly, the 
corresponding mileages to Carmarthen 
are 223 and 237. 

All the trailers operated by Vehicle 
Clearances are manufactured by 
Carrimore’s, and, in the opinion of 
Mr. Jones, this particular model pro- 
vides the complete answer to the 
operator’s problem. 

He has visited the Continent in 
search of ideas for the improvement 
of transporter services. The Continen- 
tal operators employ both road and 
rail transporters, but although Con- 
tinental regulations concerning the 
dimensions of vehicles are not so 
strict, Mr. Jones does not consider 
their transporter design equal to that of 
the Carrimore. 


Vital Factor 

On the subject of staff, Mr. Jones 
emphasized the contribution which 
drivers make to the success of his 
company. It is made clear to appli- 
cants that a car transporter driver 
accepts substantial responsibility. This 
not only relates to the total value of 
both the transporter and its load, 
which may well be £9,000 or more, but 
also to the absolute necessity of 
effecting delivery satisfactorily. 

Because of this strongly held belief, 
Mr. Jones would consider no appli- 
cant under 38 years of age for the 
position of car transporter driver. In 
addition, they must have at least 15 
years’ satisfactory experience in driving 
not only heavy goods vehicles but 
specifically articulated types. 

High responsibility deserves ade- 
quate reward, and Mr. Jones pays his 
drivers well above the minimum 
requirements laid down by the Road 
Haulage Wages Council.

Payments are made on a time basis, 
calculated approximately on an aver- 
age of 22 m.p.h. with an allowance of 
half an hour for loading or unloading. 
For instance, for a journey to Lydd 
airport to collect cars imported from 
the Continent a driver would be paid 
£4 6s. for the return trip from London. 
The hourly rate would be 6s. compared 
with the normal amount of around 
4s. 3d. In addition a bonus of 10s. 
would be paid if five vehicles were 
delivered and a further 10s. if a 
similar number were collected. Sub- 
sistence allowances are paid on the 
basis of the current R.H.(66). 

Provided an employee has_ the 
necessary experience in driving heavy 
vehicles, it is possible for him to 
graduate from delivering cars on trade 
plates to driving a transporter outfit. 
Whereas trade-plate drivers may 
average around £14 to £16 a week, 
average gross wages for drivers of 
transporters are more than £20 pet 
week—occasionally £28. 

Bonus Scheme 

Vehicle Clearances have recently 
introduced an accident bonus scheme. 
Any driver who qualifies for a safe 
driving certificate can receive a cash 
bonus of around £25 at Christmas 
time. In the past 12 months the com- 
pany have had only two accidents. 

In addition to the headquarters in 
Highgate, London, the company have 
depots at Dover, Dunstable and Ryton- 
on-Dunsmore. At Dover there is a 
staff of eight, at Dunstable 22 drivers

and three office staff. A manager, 
three clerks and 12 transporter drivers 
are based at Ryton, as well as 14 
drivers who deliver on trade plates. 

While the trailer fleet is standard- 
ized on Carrimore, the tractors are 
divided between Commer, Leyland 
Comets and Thames 4-D. Commers 
prove durable in operation, although 
the Thames 4-D is found to be more 
powerful on hills. The Leylands are 
used for heavier loads. 

Fuel consumption is: Commer 15.3 
m.p.g., Thames 4-D 13.8 m.p.g. and 
Leyland Comet 12.0 m.p.g. India 
tyres were fitted on the trailers and a 
mileage life of 104,000 has been 
obtained, whilst Goodyears fitted to 
the tractors have also achieved around 
100,000. The company are hoping to 
reach a mileage of 300,000 before 
engine changes become necessary on 
the Commers. 

The fleet of 16 transporters consists 
of a similar number of tractors and 
trailers —no spare trailers are 
employed. The possibility of inter- 
changing trailers at depots adjacent to 
car factories has been considered. 
Two problems, however, have to be

driver is anchoring a car with chains which operate on small 
hollards fitted with spring-loaded ratchets. 
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Overcome if such a system is to

an experienced driver to load five new 
cars in 10 minutes. 

Vehicles operating from Ryton 
average 60,000 to 70,000 miles per 
year, while those based on London, 
working double shifts, are averaging 
400 miles per day or around 100,000 
miles per year. In keeping with the 


overall policy of balancing import and 
export traffic, Mr. Jones considers it 
economic to locate the headquarters 





approximately mid-way between the area of manu- 
facture, mainly in the Midlands, and the South 
Coast, from where the bulk of export and import 
takes place. All vehicles operate under B licence. 

Prospects for the manufacture and operation of 
car transporters are good. Recently, several of the 
major car manufacturers have announced plans to 
build new factories and an even greater output of 
cars is assured in the near future. 

Moreover, should the new factories be sited in 
areas remote from the present centres of production, 
the proportion of cars delivered by road may 
increase. Obviously, it would be economic for such 
factories to supply their own areas first, by road, 
where delivery once was made by rail.

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Economies Introduced During Three Years of Joint Operation 
Have Placed the Grimsby and Cleethorpes Municipal Under- 
taking on a Sound Financial Basis and Improved the Service 


INCE the municipalities of Grimsby and Cleethorpes 
S pooled their public transport resources on January 1, 

1957, they have been among the elect. An alarming 
succession of deficit years has given place to years of 
profit—not large, perhaps, but sufficient to quell anxiety in 
the bosoms of council and ratepayers alike. 

This “ marriage of true minds” came about in a some- 
what hesitant manner, as befits one of England’s most 
ancient chartered boroughs and her neighbour. From the 
turn of the century, public transport in the two towns was 
provided by the Great Grimsby Street Tramways Co. In 
1925, Grimsby Corporation bought the operating rights 
within their borough boundaries and the tramways 
company continued to work in Cleethorpes for another 
11 years before that council acquired the local rights. Until 
the amalgamation 20 years later there were always the 
inevitable difficulties of operation in a relatively large area, 
artificially divided in the manner of East and West Berlin. 

Grimsby always thought highly of electric traction. It 
introduced its first trolleybuses in 1926 and its first half- 
dozen petrol buses a year later. In those days the fleet 
comprised 30 trams, seven trolleybuses and six motorbuses, 
working over 6.8 route-miles. Today, the fleet consists of 
17 single-deck and 70 double-deck motorbuses and 12 
trolleybuses operating over 95.15 route-miles. 


No Coincidence 

The committee responsible for public transport within 
the two municipalities has 16 members, of which Grimsby 
provides 10, under the chairmanship of Cllr. J. P. Murphy. 
Mr. John Rostron, general manager and engineer, joined 
the undertaking via Bolton and Sunderland, in 1955, at a 
time of great financial strain. It is probably no coincidence 
that his period of office has seen a marked easing of the 
burden. 

At the date of the amalgamation of the two fleets, 
Grimsby had 63 motorbuses and 13 trolleybuses: 
Cleethorpes put into the pool 16 motorbuses and 12 
trolleybuses. Reorganization of facilities made possible a 
reduction in fleet strength, particularly among the trolley- 
buses, as well as a streamlining of services and staff. The 
Cleethorpes depot became a frozen-product factory.

Most modern vehicles in the fleet are two A.E.C. 
Bridgemaster 68-seaters with Park Royal bodies, two 
5 L.W. 63-seat Daimlers with Roe coachwork, and four 
A.E.C. Reliance single-deck buses with bodies by 
Willowbrook. All these were delivered last year and 
can be regarded as forming part of the replacement plan 
for the dozen trolleybuses whose days are numbered. In 
Mr. Rostron’s view, four Reliances and four Bridgemasters 
will give the same capacity as the 12 trolleybuses. 

Veterans of the Grimsby fleet are four 7.7-litre A.E.C. 
Regents of 1936-37 vintage, all of which have nearly 
completed their first million miles and are due for retire- 
ment. These were equipped with oil engines and new 
56-seat bodies by Northern Counties after they had been 
badly battered in air raids. There are also 14 Guy Arabs, 
some with 1944 war-time utility bodies and two with 1958 
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Mr. John Rostron, 
general manager and 
engineer, Grimsby and 
Cleethorpes Transport.

Roe bodies and preselector gearboxes. Six A.E.C. Regents 
are ex-London Transport and there are 14 Daimlers built 
between 1944 and 1950, with coachwork by Brush, Roe, 
Duple and Willowbrook. 

Of the single-deckers, the oldest and, in some respects, 
the most interesting operationally, are five A.E.C. 
Reliances with 7.7-litre engines. These buses are of 1940 
manufacture and have Roe coachwork. In 1955, however, 
4 conversion job was performed on them in the under- 
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taking’s Own workshops, in which the rear entrance was 
moved to the front, so that they could be used for one-man 
operation. 

At the time, the general manager was anxious to have 
folding doors under the control of the driver. Although 
the door manufacturers rejected the idea (except at pro- 
hibitive cost), Mr. J. Lane, rolling stock superintendent and 
an engineer of great ingenuity, devised a rack-and-pinion 
system carried in the trim above the door that has 
functioned smoothly and efficiently ever since. 

The single-deck fleet also comprises four new Reliances 
with 6.75-litre engines and bodies by Willowbrook. These, 
too, are unusual in that the frame under the door has been 
downswept to give a wider and shallower entrance. These 
are 42-seaters, with room for 15 standing passengers. Six 
other Reliances have 1956 Roe coachwork for 41 seated 
passengers and 19 standing. There are also two 43-seat 
Daimler Freelines with 10.6-litre engines, and a Morris 
Minibus. This was acquired last summer and has proved 
of great value, running a shuttle service between two local 
holiday camps and serving as van, relief bus and welfare 
car. 


Trolleybuses to be Withdrawn 


Of the 12 remaining trolleybuses, six are 1947 Karrier- 
Metropoliian-Vickers with Roe 56-seat bodies, four are 
1950 B.U.T. with Northern Counties 54-seat bodies and two 
are 1951 Crossleys with Roe 54-seat coachwork. These 
may be withdrawn next summer. 

The experimental introduction of one-man working in 
1955 was on a voluntary basis. After a little initial hesita- 
tion, it has now been fully accepted by the operating staff. 
and is equally welcomed by the public and the undertaking. 

The primary task facing Mr. Rostron on his arrival in 
Grimsby was to halt the financial drain which had been 
going on for eight years. The loss in 1954-55 was £11,000. 
A year later the deficit had been reduced to £6,600 and by

1957 (a year which included three 
months of joint operation), the tide 
was turned and the books showed a 
profit of £14,000. In the first full year 
of the combined undertaking the 
credit was reduced to a little over 
£4,000, but in March, 1959, it had 
recovered to £16,500. This year it 
may well be a little less, probably 
in the region of £12,000. 

The introduction of one-man 
operation was certainly one: way in 
which money was saved without any 
falling-off in operating efficiency. 
There were, however, others of 
perhaps less drastic a kind. Streamlining of staff, for 
example, has reduced numbers from 127 at January 1, 1957, 
to 108 today. These cuts did not affect the traffic staff, 
which, in fact, has been increased by two to 281. 

At the same time, workshop staff were encouraged to 
make use of their native initiative and several useful items 
were home-produced in consequence. A jack fabricated 
from half a rear axle, a pair of wheels from a Bren-carrier 
and a bus stop sign serves its purpose for little cash outlay. 
A mechanical tram hoist of early vintage was converted to 
electric Operation and now lifts a bus in short time. The 
most recent addition is an electric bus washer which must 
have saved the undertaking several hundreds of pounds. 
Mr. Lane has also designed a mechanical lift and ramp for 
invalid chairs, installed in the centre entrance of an elderly 
Bristol, which gives a great deal of pleasure to the patients 
who use it. 

Grimsby and Cleethorpes operating costs, at 26.733d. per 
mile for the motorbuses, are believed to be among the 
lowest in the country. For trolleybuses, the figure is 
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31.028d. per mile. The largest single item of expenditure 
is for wages and salaries, accounting for 12.537d. per mile, 
Fuel, at 10.2 m.p.g., costs 4.561d. per mile, and repairs and 
maintenance of vehicles and plant, 3.407d. per mile. The 
trolleybuses carry a heavy rate burden of 2.569d. per mile 
and a wages bill rather higher than that of the buses at 
14.309d. per mile. 

On the other side of the book, tickets issued on both 
motorbuses and trolleybuses in the year 1958-59 amounted 
to 33,416,417, producing revenue of £414,642 (29.90d. per 
mile). The annual mileage was about 3.3m. 

The undertaking provides services on 23 routes, as well 
as a large number of specials and workmen’s services. In 
constant use on the regular services are 63 motorbuses and 
nine trolleybuses. Special duties (including school buses) 
call for a further 21, which can often be used to duplicate 
stage services when required. 

The area covered by the county borough of Grimsby and 
the municipal borough of Cleethorpes together is bounded 
on the north and east by about six miles of the River 
Humber waterfront, and extends inland about three miles, 
The longest route served by the joint transport committee 
lies largely outside the borough boundaries and connects 
Immingham docks with Cleethorpes, a distance of about 
13 miles. 

This service is worked jointly with the Lincolnshire Road 
Car Co., Ltd., and replaces the old British Railways tram

Most frequent of the purely local services are 10 (Ribyy 
Square-Freeman Street, with extensions to Nunsthorpe” 
and Scartho) and 11 (Grimsby Old Market-Cleethorpes~ 
bathing pool). These are both five-minute frequencies and 
serve the greater part of the town centres. Two services;

Other town services vary between 15-minute and one= 
hour frequencies. The single trolleybus route extends from ~ 
Grimsby Town station, via Victoria Street, to the bathing” 
pool at Cleethorpes. 

Headquarters offices, workshops and garages of the 
undertaking occupy the Victoria Street corporation tram 
depot built about 1928. The fit is a little tight under the 
armpits and one of the garages is, as yet, without permanent 
walls.

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HE oil-engined version of the 
[commer 4-ton van costs £112 
more than the petrol model, and 
for this extra sum the operator gets 
50 per cent. more m.p.g. at full loads 
with only slightly inferior acceleration 
and maximum speed. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that 


about 30 per cent. of the orders 
received so far for the new forward- 
control range (described in The 
Commercial Motor dated January 8, 
1960) have been for oil-engined 
vehicles. 

Although the Perkins Four 99 
|.621-litre oil engine has been fitted as 
a conversion unit to other vehicles of 
this size, the Commer is the first one 
in which it is offered as standard. The 
Four 99 closely resembles the Commer 
1.494-litre petrol engine in overall 
dimensions and power. 

It develops 40.5 b.h.p. net and has 
a governed maximum speed of 3,600 
r.p.m.: in fact, the engine overruns the 
governor by about 10 per cent., giving 
a maximum speed of just under 
4,000 r.p.m. This power is 8.5 b.h.p. 
less than the maximum net output of 
the petrol engine. Peak torque occurs 
at about 2,200 r.p.m. in both engines, 
but the oiler produces 5 Ib.-ft. less than 
the petrol unit. 


Same Mounting Points 


Both engines fit into the’ basic 
chassis without any modification and 
use the same mounting points. Trans- 
mission ratios and clutch size are not 
altered for the oiler, which employs 
the same radiator block as the petrol 
engine. The only variation for the 
Perkins unit is in the engine controls. 
These comprise a combined key- 
operated electrical master switch, 
starter and Thermostart control, and a 
stop control mounted on the engine 
cover beneath the driver's left knee. 
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The oil-engined van which I tested 
had a kerb weight of 1 ton 6} cwt., 
which included the optional spare 
wheel and carrier, two passenger seats 
and a side-loading door. This was 
14 cwt. more than the similarly 
equipped petrol-engined van, my test 
report on which was also published on 
January 8. The actual payload of 
concrete blocks was 103 cwt. which, 
with two people aboard, brought the 
gross weight up to the recommended 
figure of 2 tons | cwt. 

One of the disadvantages of the oiler 
is the increased chassis weight, which 
reduces the permissible payload by 
14 cwt. 


62 Miles in 754 Minutes 


To warm the engine thoroughly | 
started the test with a high-speed fuel- 


consumption run on the M1. Starting 
from Commer’s Luton factory, 
62 miles were covered without 


stopping in 754 minutes. This included 
six miles getting to and from the 
motorway and gave an average speed 
of 49.3 m.p.h. at a consumption rate 
of 24.8 m.p.g. The actual motorway 
section of 56 miles was completed at 
an average speed of 55 m.p.h. 

The highest speed achieved and held 
for long periods was 60 m.p.h., whilst 
the lowest speed was 48 m.p.h. 
Theoretically, governed maximum 
speed for the oiler is 53.5 m.p.h., but 
governor overrun increases this to the 
higher figure, making the actual maxi- 
mum speed only 4 m.p.h. less than that 
of the petrol-engined model fitted with 
the same 5.125-to-l-ratio rear axle. 

The motorway run was identical to 
that carried out with the _petrol- 
engined van. I achieved a_ higher 
average speed with the oiler mainly 
because the governed engine seemed 
to be running without strain at peak 
revolutions. Whilst the petrol engine

was driven at just below full throttle, 
the oiler was on full throttle all the 
time. 

This had no iil effects on the engine, 
but, on coming off the motorway, 
appeared to have upset the slow- 
running setting of the distributor-type 
injection pump, which had to be 
adjusted. 

Normal consumption runs followed 
on our six-mile A6 circuit between 
Barton and Clophill. Here the 
Commer showed that on non-stop 
laden running it would give 42.6 m.p.g.; 
a clear 50-per-cent. improvement over 
the petrol-engined van. Even on 
four-stops-per-mile runs with the 
engine idling for 15 seconds at each 
halt a 30-per-cent. improvement was 
noted. 
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The differential between the con- 
sumption rate of the petrol- and oil- 
engined vans rose sharply as the load 
was reduced, reaching nearly 80 per 
cent. on the non-stop unladen run, 


with a consumption rate of 53.93 
mpg. at am average speed of 


30.5 m.p.h. 

Although all starts during these runs 
were made in first gear, the van would 
pull away on the level quite easily in 
second gear, indicating that the 
5.125-to-1 axle is well matched to this 
engine.

would the optional 5.625-to-1 ratio be 
an advantage. 
Cooling effectiveness was checked 


on Bison Hill, near Whipsnade. This 
}-mile-long incline has an average 
gradient of | in 12 and was climbed in 
2 minutes 20 seconds—20 seconds less 
than the time returned by the petrol- 
engined van. This was because of 
the superior low-speed pulling of the 
Perkins engine, which eliminated the 
need to change into first gear. Second 
gear was engaged for 45 seconds. 

It was impossible to check the 
coolant temperature before and after 
the climb, as I had no thermometer 
but, on removing the radiator filler 
cap at the top of the hill, it was 
obvious that the system was far from 
the limits of its cooling capacity. 

Indeed, there should be no cooling 
problems with the Perkins engine, as it 
is, by its nature, a cooler-running unit 
than the petrol engine but employs the 
same radiator block. Water capacity 
is less, however, as the cylinder block 
and head of the oil engine have 
smaller coolant passages. 
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The van re-started with ease on the 
l-in-64 section of the hill at low 
throttle in both first gear and the 
slightly lower reverse ratio. Its 
theoretical maximum-gradient ability 
is 1 in 44, which would be increased 
to well under | in 4 when the optional 
low-ratio axle was fitted. 

Usually oil-engined versions of 
petrol-engined vehicles suffer severely 
on comparative acceleration. ‘This is 
far from the case with the Commer. 
Through the gears, from 0-40 m.p.h., 
the oiler was only 3 seconds slower 
than the petrol-engined model, whilst

the time from 10-40 m.p.h. in top gear 
was quicker by 1} seconds. 

Considering the lower power of the 
oil engine, these figures would appear 
to indicate that the gearbox ratios 
employed for both engines tend to be 
slightly more suitable for the Perkins 
unit. 

In direct drive, the engine would 
run happily with the clutch fully 
engaged at a road speed of about 
6 m.p.h., and would then accelerate 
smoothly from this speed without 
protest from the engine mountings or 
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the transmission. Maximum speeds in 
the indirect gears were 14 m.p.h. in 
first, 25 m,p.h. in second and 38 m.p.h. 
in third. 

Noise level in the cab is fairly low. 
Up to about 35 m.p.h. some of the 
normal oil-engine noise is heard, but 
this is not objectionable and does not 
drown conversation. Above this speed 
the noise emanating from the engine 
compartment rises. Most of it 
appears to come from the fan, as a 
proportion is also present in the 
petrol-engined vehicle. 

It seems a pity that the fan shape 
could not be improved to eliminate 
this, or, alternatively, that more liberal 
use could not be made of sound- 
deadening materials on the interior of 
the engine covers. 

As in the petrol van the engine in 
the Commer oiler is easy to get at for 
the infrequent maintenance which it 
should require. Removal of the 
detachable panels at each side of the 
engine compartment, which are 
secured by rather too many screws, 
gives access to both sides of the power 
unit. Even without removing the 
panels there is plenty of space around 
the engine. 

I was pleased to see that Perkins 
have dropped the screw-type injector 
fitting introduced for the Four 99 and 
have reverted to their normal lug-and- 
stud mountings. 

For those who could operate it for 
fairly large annual mileages, under 
which conditions the additional extra 
cost would soon be recouped. the 
Commer oil-engined van is good value 
at its basic price of £611.

ible loads in transit and told the public in disarming 

prose what was being carried for whom and where. 
It seemed in those days a good exercise in public relations. 
Once people realized the value to the community, the 
export trade—and the manufacturer—of the bulky piece 
of equipment trundling ahead of them, they would not 
mind missing their appointment or their lunch. 

The results have not come up to expectations. What has 
remained in the minds of the public, or what the polite 
notices have failed to erase, is that only the manufacturer 
reaps any advantage from the police escort and the 
blockage of traffic, and that he should be discouraged. The 
reaction was not expected but it has had its effect. Although 
the number of abnormal indivisible loads has increased, 
that of public announcements excusing their presence on 
the road has somehow become fewer. Qui s’excuse s’accuse, 
and perhaps the notices did no more than give other road 
users a convenient address for their abusive letters. 

The manufacturer of heavy machinery, and the carrier, 
now prefer to remain anonymous. The lesson they have 
learned the hard way should not prevent them from return- 
ing a suave reply to protests that reach them from angry 
correspondents, or from answering criticisms in the Press 
or over the air. The popular agitation, given a new boost 
by the trouble the railways have stirred up, is in fact 
misconceived. The Government will not give way to it. 
They are in the fortunate position of knowing the whole 
story. There is still a risk that some new restriction, 
irritating rather than disastrous, will be imposed to meet 
public clamour, so that it is as well that the attacks on 
the outsize load are not left without an answer. 

What the transport operators and the manufacturers 
ought to do on the roads themselves is equally clear. They 
should proceed firmly, and as quietly and unobtrusively 
as is possible with a load weighing a couple of hundred 
tons. They must accept the fact that if they are detected 
they will be criticized. When a police escort is provided, 
the public ought not to think that the heavy haulier is 
breaking the law, but whether they are being illogical or 
not most of them are convinced he has no right to be 
taking up so much room, as the Dormouse said to Alice. 
They are incensed rather than appeased when the manu- 
facturer rubs in the fact that his offence is deliberate. 


More Press Comment 

In keeping with the increase in public interest there has 
recently been more Press comment than usual about the 
abnormal indivisible load, which people accuse of 
“ cluttering up ” roads they want for their own purposes. 
The phrase is revealing. The objectors go on to say that 
the traffic ought to go by rail or by sea, and they are 
impervious to the practical arguments against their sugges- 
tion. All they are concerned to achieve is the removal 
of an obstruction from what they regard as their highway. 

In a less extreme form people have the same attitude 
towards other kinds of road operator, even when the 
problem concerned is not one that can be solved by a 
transfer of traffic. Annoyance is felt at the passage of 
vehicles carrying fertilizer, or showering mud, or giving off 
fumes, and the indignation is just as great’ whether or not 
the nuisance is because of faulty maintenance. 

One can understand the reason even if one cannot 


accept the reasoning. The streets and roads are still 
E24 
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regarded as precincts, as extensions of the buildings. The 
idea dies hard of the Queen’s Highway, with free access 
for all and hindrance to none. Although people have 
become resigned to an alien stream of traffic, there are 
limits at which they will suddenly launch violent protests 
and accept no soothing explanations in exchange. They 
would think the same about trains if the railways, instead 
of having their permanent way to themselves, ran through 
shopping centres and bisected village- greens. 

However unfair and unreasonable may be the public 
attitude of mind, it must be given careful consideration, 
particularly by the haulier, Because in the ordinary course 
of events the public that he aims to please consists only 
of his customers, it is hard for him to look outside this 
circle. He has to realize that he is part of a road haulage 
industry, which might be radically affected by the views 
of the public as a whole. All classes of road user act 
as if the road belonged solely to them, and this can create 
difficulties on a road system designed to take only a frac- 
tion of the traffic it now has to bear, The important thing 
for the haulier is not to appear to be taking more than 
his fair.share of what has become a scarce commodity, and 
will remain scarce for many years until the roads are 
brought up to date. 


Means of Segregation 


From the point of view of public relations, if for no 
other reason, the motorway should be a boon to hauliers, 
It is not merely a device for speeding up journeys. It is 
also a means of segregating mechanical transport, and as 
such is the best aid that the commercial-vehicle operator 
can have for avoiding enmity. He has been unaccountably 
slow to see this. It was with incredulity I read that some 
hauliers were forbidding their drivers to use the M1. The 
sentiment was sound. There had been a number of acci- 
dents while the road was a novelty. But a warning rather 
than a prohibition was the correct remedy. 

When drivers have become completely accustomed to the 
first motorway and the pressure of long-distance traffic is 
largely removed from the AS, it would be interesting to 
find whether people living near the latter route had changed 
their attitude towards road goods transport. The trade 
associations might have done more actively to encourage 
their members to use the M1, and perhaps the failure will 
be made good when motorways in other parts of the 
country are opened. 

There will still be a good deal of traffic that has to use 
the old roads and the built-up areas.

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Bus Merger Plan Revealed 


EGOTIATIONS between Reading Transport 
Thames Valley Traction Co., Ltd.,

to pool revenue on some services, have been going on for two yéars, it 
was revealed before the South Eastern Traffic Commissioners at Reading 
last week. Such a scheme was first suggested in 1942, it was stated. 


The discussions were mentioned when 
the department objected to an applica- 
tion by Thames Valley to improve their 
service from Reading to Woodley—one 
of the services concerned in the 
negotiations. After nearly two hours, Mr. 
H. J. Thom, chairman, intervened to 
describe the objections as “ rather petty.” 

For Thames Valley, Mr. J. R. C. 
Samuel-Gibbon said the company wanted 
to make a partial diversion to serve a 
large housing site which was to 
accommodate overspill population from 
Reading. They also wanted to increase 
the service to Woodley with an extra bus. 

The application was supported by the 
Berkshire County Council, Wokingham 
Rural District Council and Woodley and 
Sandford Parish Council, but the com- 
pany did not wish to operate the new 
services until the estate was sufficiently 
developed to warrant it. 





The department claimed that the 
application was premature. Housing 
development would not reach = an 


advanced stage until the end of 1960, and 
the proposed services were at present not 
desirable or necessary. The needs of the 
area as a whole had not been considered 
in the light of current discussions on a 
proposed co-ordination of services. ; 
It was difficult to see what traffic 
interest the department had in the pro- 
posed diversion, which was well away 
from any services they operated, said Mr. 
Samuel-Gibbon. So far as additional 
timings were concerned, the route within 
the borough ran along that used by 


Reading trolleybuses, but the department 
did enjoy fare protection. 


Mr. Samuel-Gibbon wondered 
whether the department suggested that all

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Warning System for 
Tipping Vehicles 


WARNING system has been developed by Pilot Works, 

Ltd., Bolton, Lancs, to safeguard against the driver of a 
tipping lorry moving his vehicle away with the body fully or 
partially elevated. The system is particularly simple and is 
being fitted by Pilot on request. 

There has been a number of accidents, in some cases fatal, 
when tipping lorries struck overhead wires, buildings and 
bridges, and these have been caused by drivers inadvertently 
driving with the body raised. 

Before a tipping body can be elevated, the power take-off 
which drives the hydraulic pump must be engaged and the oil- 
release valve must be placed in the “closed” (or “ raised °’) 
position. There is no particular merit in fitting a safety catch 
to the power take-off engagement lever to prevent accidental 
engagement, as in some cases the accident occurs immediately 
after a driver has completed a normal tipping operation. 

Similarly, any form of spring-loading for the power take-off 
lever or the oil-release valve to avoid accidental engagement is 
not a complete safeguard, as it is sometimes advisable for the 
driver to leave his cab while tipping. 

The only method which appears to be reasonably effective is 
a warning-lamp system, which clearly indicates to the driver in 
his cab when the body has started to elevate. 

The Pilot system consists of a weatherproof switch fitted to 
the outside of the chassis frame midway between the rear hinge 
bar and the back of the cab. This switch is operated by a

“ striker” in the form of a piece of angle iron bolted to one 
of the body longitudinal corners. The limit switch used isa 
Crabtree 14042/15 unit. 

It is advisable that the warning lamp in the cab be fitted to 
the facia panel, or as near as possible to the normal line of 
vision. To minimize the danger arising from bulb failure,a 
rear-lamp assembly containing two bayonet sockets wired in 
parallel is used.

Partial Grant After Adjournments 


N application, by Dent’s Transport 

(Spennymoor), Ltd., Tudhoe Colliery, 
County Durham, which had been 
adjourned twice for the provision of a 
fleet-licensing history and evidence of 
earnings, was only partially granted by 
Mr. J. A, T. Hanlon, Northern Licensing 
Authority, at Newcastle upon Tyne, last 
week. This was despite the virtual with- 
drawal of objection by the British 
Transport Commission. 

Dent’s, represented by Mr. T. H. 
Campbell Wardlaw, had applied to add 
three vehicles to an A licence, substitute 
a platform vehicle for a van on another 
A licence, and replace a B-licensed vehicle 
by two heavier vehicles (The Commercial 
Motor, February 26). 

It was explained by Mr. J. H. Dent, 
managing director, that warehousing 
facilities were incidental to the carriage 
of goods into the area for distribution. 
No. specific charge was made to the 
customer for this service. 

He told Mr. Hanlon that one of the 
vans was in his possession. He had com- 
mitted himself with the hire-purchase 
company in respect of the other vehicles 
because, in error, he had been informed 
that the licence had been granted. 

The error had since been admitted by 


the Clerk to the Authority. But when 
Mr. Hanlon pointed out that it was 
something which obviously could not 


have been granted because of the objec- 

tion, Mr. Wardlaw submitted that his 

clients had been under the impression 

that the objection had been withdrawn. 
Representing the B.T.C., Mr. I. Robey 

said that, having regard to the figures and 

the oral evidence, his clients conceded 
E28 





that a case of some sort had been made 
out. 

Mr. Wardlaw said that the voluminous 
statistical evidence in support proved the 
need for the grant. It showed that the 
company had earned £4,150 per vehicle 
in 1957, rising to £6,457 in 1960. 

Giving decision, Mr. Hanlon said that 
he was not satisfied that a case had been 
made for the addition of three vehicles. 
The increase in earnings had_ been 
accounted for by an increase in the fleet, 
by way of purchase or grants, and by 
“ juggling” the vehicles about. 

Since the licence was granted in 1955, 


Dent's had had 13 vehicles specified, but 
there had been more than 30 entries on 
the licence. Vehicles had been taken on 
and off the licence so as to increase the 
unladen weights without publication. 

In the circumstances, he granted an 
addition of only two vehicles. Of the 
application to add two vehicles to the 
B licence, in place of one already speci- 
fied, which was unopposed, Mr. Hanlon 
said he was not satisfied that a case had 
been made out. 

Referring to a short-term licence in the 
possession of the company and a tem- 
porary substitution which had been in 
existence since last August, Mr. Hanlon 
said: “ It is time this was put in order.” 





20-30 Daily Telephone Calls for Vehicles 


HEN the Northern (Allied) Transport 
and Trading Co., Glasgow, applied 
for an A licence for a vehicle of 8 tons, 
two articulated units of 10 tons, two semi- 
trailers of 6 tons and a 3-ton semi-trailer, 
at Glasgow last week, it was stated that 
20-30 telephone calls were made daily to 
hire vehicles.

Any Comparison with 
Methods Employed 
Hitherto 





The Cost of Carrying Cars 


What is the cost of running a car transporter, and how 
does the expense compare with that of the delivery of 
individual vehicles on trade plates? These and _ similar 
questions arise from a survey of this growing branch of road 
transport which has been made by “The Commercial 
Motor.” The first of two articles on the subject appeared 
last week. The second is published on pages 260-261 of this 
iSSue. 


OMPARED with the operation of platform vehicles, the 
( use of transporters for the delivery of cars is a rela- 

tively recent innovation. As a result, development is 
still taking place, and costs obtained by different operators may 
vary even more widely than where a measure of standard 
practice has become accepted. 

Moreover, a factor peculiar to this type of operation has to 
be considered. In previous articles in this series I have referred 
to hidden subsidies in commercial-vehicle costing which can 
invalidate an otherwise fair comparison. For example, owner- 
drivers may calculate charges without allowance for any 
clerical or administrative work they may do _ themselves. 
Alternatively, the overhead costs of operating an ancillary fleet 
may not be segregated from those of the main business and, 
as a result, may be largely or completely ignored. In that 
event, the accepted total operating costs do not represent the 
total real costs. 


Individual Delivery 


A similar situation arises in the individual delivery of cars 
on trade plates. The accepted cost of collecting a new car 
from the factory and delivering it to the agents concerned, say, 
100 miles away, is usually taken as the total of the driver's 
wages and possibly some allowance for petrol. Even, however, 
if the four items of standing costs remaining after allowing for 
driver’s wages—licence duty, rent and rates, insurance, and 
interest—are ignored as not being applicable, all items of 
running cost are still incurred. 

Because the distances in this country, at least, are compara- 
tively small, any wear and tear suffered during the journey, 
apart from obvious accidental damage, will be almost 
indiscernible and commonly ignored. Such wear and tear 
cannot, however, be overlooked when the operating costs of a 
transporter are calculated, and for this reason a comparison 
solely on costs would be unfair to transporter operation. 

Let me give two examples of the cost of operating trans- 
porters, both with a similar type of semi-trailer, but one with 


a specialist-built prime mover and the other with a quantity-

produced tractor. The lower-priced tractor unit will cost 
around £1,500, whilst the specialized equipment necessary would 
add £1,800, giving a total cost for the tractor of £3,300. 
Included in the £1,800 would be the supply and fitting of 
hydraulic gear and transporter equipment. The special semi- 
trailer is reckoned to cost £2,200, and would provide 
accommodation on upper and lower decks for up to five cars. 
The total cost of the outfit would, therefore, be £5,500. 

The unladen weight would be 7}? tons, allowing 3 tons 3 cwt. 
for the tractor and 4 tons 12 cwt. for the semi-trailer. This 
would result in an annual licence duty of £125, or £2 10s. per 
week, calculated on the basis of a 50-week year, so as to allow 
for two non-revenue-earning weeks when the vehicle may be 
off the road for either major repair or driver's holidays. 


Calculating Wages 

It is general practice, when compiling operating costs both 
in this series and in ** The Commercial Motor’ Tables of 
Operating Costs,” to use the standard rate of pay for a 44-hour 
week as the basis for calculating wages. This is because it 
would be impossible to agree on an acceptable scale of hours 
relative to varying mileages, due to the wide differences in 
traffics carried, and the resulting loading and unloading times. 

There is, however, a compensating factor. As the whole of 
the standing costs are calculated on a 44-hour basis, the only 
item to continue beyond that period will be wages. It i, 
therefore, arbitrarily assumed that over 44 hours the absence 
of the other four items of standing cost will at least offset the 
cost of wages at overtime rates. 

In car transporting, the application of standard practices 
would not be appropriate. As the driver of a transporter may 
regularly be in charge of a vehicle and load with a total value 
in excess of £10,000, a commensurate rate of pay is justified. 

In addition, the disposition of the centres of car manufacture 
result in fairly high mileages for an average delivery, and 
correspondingly high average weekly mileages for each trans- 
porter. The combination of these two factors results in weekly 
wages of £20 or more being paid to drivers, and that figure will 
be accepted here for the calculation of operating costs. 

The cost of rent or rates for garage is nominally assessed at 
15s, per week.

Assuming 
this particular vehicle is operated on a single shift, with an 
average weekly mileage of 1,200, the standing cost per mile 
would amount to 5.71Id. 

With a fuel-consumption rate of 14 m.p.g. and oil fuel 
purchased in bulk at 3s. 10d. per gallon, the fuel cost per mile 
would be 3.29d. Lubricants are reckoned at 0.27d. The cost 
of a set of tyres is assessed at £235. When used on this type 
of operation, mileages of 50.000 per set are clafmed, and at 
this figure the cost per mile would amount to 1.13d., while 
maintenance adds a further 2.49d. per mile. 

Because the use of transporters is comparatively new, opera- 
tional experience over a reasonably long period is not yet 
available.

In comparing the cost of delivery on trade plates, this type 
of driver may average around £15 per week, whilst the insur- 
ance premium could be £75 per year per vehicle. In addition, 
there would be a comparatively small outlay on fuel, but even 
this might be covered by mutual agreement between the 
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car-delivery service and the receiving 
agents. Insurance of cars in transit might 
amount to £250 a year for £10,000 cover 
Any incidental exnenses. such as the cost 
of meals and subsistance allowances, 
would obviously be multiplied in the ratio 
of the number of cars normally carried 
on a transporter. 

Other than these figures, a realistic 
comparison between the cost of delivery 
on trade plates or by transporter could 
not be completed because, as I have 
mentioned, the total running cost on 
individual delivery is never shown as such, 
or accounted for, although incurred. in 
fact, and passed to the ultimate owner of 
the new vehicle. 

The advantages of delivery by trans- 
porter are obvious. in that a genuinely 
new vehicle is supplied to its owner, whilst 
deterioration by weather or injudicious 
driving is reduced to a minimum, if not eliminated. From a 
national aspect there is a reduction in traffic congestion by the 
elimination of unnecessary vehicle journeys, 

Operators contemplating entering this type of haulage would 
be, to some extent, dependent upon the policies adopted by 
individual car manufacturers. Although there is a growing 
demand for the use of transporters, it is not yet universal, At 
present it would appear that the demand from overseas 
customers for the use of this service to deliver from factory to 
dockside is greater than that from the home market. 

But with the great increase in car production in this country 
envisaged in the next two or three years, the virtual impossi- 
bility of supplying individual drivers to deliver on trade plates 
will still further induce wider use of transporters. S.B

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Suspension by Rubber 


A SUSPENSION system employing 
rubber as the resilient medium is 
described in patent No. 828,637. The 
rubber is in torsion under light load, 


but this changes into compression 
progressively as the load rises and 
oo __ 
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increases the stiffness of the suspension. 
(Metalastik, Ltd., Evington Valley Road, 
Leicester.) 

A plan view of a single rear axle is 
shown in the drawing. The axle is 
attached to a pair of beams (1) which 
are pivoted on the chassis frame at their 
ends (2). Rubber bushes are used at these 
points and in the joints of a Panhard 
rod (3). 

The rear ends of the beams terminate 
in the centre-pins of rubber-bush 
assemblies (4). Similar units (5) are 
mounted on a frame member. The outer 
metal sleeves of the bushes are joined 
by cross-bars (6) at top and bottom, so 
that axle deflections load the bushes 
torsionally. 

The bushes can be pre-stressed by 
diagonal turnbuckles (7) for adjustment. 
Heavy loads tend to pull the bush 
assemblies eccentrically and are, there- 
fore, resisted by compression. 


REMOTE SPRINGING 


N independent suspension system in 

which the wheel deflection forces are 
transmitted hydraulically to a spring 
mounted at a remote point, is the subject 
of patent No. 828,606. (Moulton 
Developments, Ltd., The Hall, Bradford- 
on-Avon, Wilts.) 
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The drawing shows \ 
the invention applied to f 
a swinging link - type 
suspension. The hy- 
draulic unit comprises 
a sleeve (1) made of 
rubberized cord which 
is flexible but not 
extensible. When the 


inner volume is varied 
by the application of 
load, the sleeve can 
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move _ between _ the 
limits of full extension and collapse up 
to the buffer stops (2). 

The unit is filled with oil or water and 
the load is transmitted through the pipe 
(3) to a hydro-pneumatic spring, not 
shown. 

The device is claimed to hold its con- 
centricity so well that only one swinging 
link (4) is needed. Another scheme, shown 
in an accompanying patent numbered 
828,607, employs a double-wishbone link 
which relieves the hydraulic unit of its 
location duties. References are made to 
earlier patents numbered 793,772, 810,191 
and 813,259, 


FRICTION PAD REPLACEMENT 


ATENT No. 828,961 shows a disc 

brake which is relatively easy to 
manufacture and assemble whilst per- 
mitting simple friction pad replacement. 
(Girling, Ltd., Kings Road, Tyseley, 
Birmingham, 11.) 
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The drawing shows the disc and the 
caliper unit which contains the hydraulic 
cylinders and friction pads. The subject 
of the patent is the open-topped caliper 
assembly allowing new friction pads to 
be inserted from above’ without 
dismantling. 

Each segmental pad (1) is bonded to 
a backing plate (2) and engages a part- 
circular abutment (3) for location. After 
the pad units have been slid into position, 
they are held there by a pin placed 
through the holes (4), 


REVERSIBLE P.T.-O. 
FIVE-SPEED gearbox in which the 
reverse shaft is extended outside the 

casing to form a two-directional power 
take-off, in addition to its normal func- 





tion, is described in patent No. 829,124. 
(David Brown Industries, Ltd., Park Gate 
Works, Lockwood, Huddersfield.) 

The input shaft carries a_ primary 
pinion (1) in constant mesh with a lay- 
shaft gear (2). The layshaft carries four 
gears which return the drive to four 
others running freely on the main shaft. 
Any one of these can be clutched to the 
output shaft (3) providing four ratios in 
addition to direct drive. 

The layshaft drives, through gear 4, the 
reverse shaft (5) carrying a normal 
reverse pinion (6) which meshes direct 
with the clutchable gear (7). This 
arrangement is not shown in the drawing 
because the reverse shaft has been dis- 
placed for clarity. 

The reverse shaft forms the power 
take-off at its splined end (8). A clutch 
(9) can couple either the gear 10 or gear 


Tl. The latter gear runs in_ the 
opposite direction because it meshes 
directly with the gear 12. Thus, the 
power take-off can run in_ either 
direction. 


SPACE-SAVING AIR SUSPENSION 


N air suspension system which 
employs the beams locating a rigid 
axle as surge tanks is shown in patent 
No. 828,498. (Daimler-Benz A.G., 
Stuttgart-Undertiirkheim, Germany.) The 
drawing shows the system applied to the 
rear axle of a bus. The air springs are 
bellows (1) to which compressed air is 
admitted by a levelling valve, not shown. 
The beam (2) connecting the springs to 
the axle is hollow and _ hermetically 
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sealed. This enables it to be used also 
as an air reservoir to which the two 


bellows are connected.
